Robert 
Schermerhorn purchased it out of the Sotheby's Farouk sale in 1954, passing through a few unknown intermediaries 
to our present consignor. This storied pattern is beautifully preserved and rarely offered. 


Other pedigreed collections in this sale include additional selections from The James E. Blake Collection of Shield 
nickels and a nice group of Alaska and California gold tokens from the J.S. Morgan Collection. Online bidders are 
encouraged to bid in our Signature® Internet Session on Saturday, September 6.

Historic First Coinage on U.S. Mint Grounds 
The Bushnell-Parmelee-Green-Norweb Piece

3007 1792 One Cent, Judd-1, Pollock-1, High R.6, MS61+ Brown NGC. The Silver Center cent has been an icon of American coinage 
for more than a century. Although some other pattern issues were struck earlier, in off-site facilities, the Silver Center cent was the first 
coin actually produced within the walls of the newly established United States Mint in 1792. It is probably the most famous 
of the important 1792 patterns (since the more numerous half dismes were actually circulation-strike pieces) and it always commands 
high premiums whenever an example is offered. The current price realized at auction for the issue is $1,410,000, garnered by the 
MS63+ Brown NGC specimen in Heritage Auctions’ sale of the Eric P. Newman Collection, Part IV, but that record is being bettered 
even as these words are being written, by the MS64 Brown PCGS Norweb coin in lot 5517 of the ANA Signature (Heritage, 8/2014). 

The Silver Center cent has had an unprecedented run of successful auction appearances in recent years. Heritage has been uniquely fortunate, offering 
an example of this issue on six different occasions since 2012 (the Morris specimen in 4/2012, the Mickley piece in 8/2012, the Bushnell coin in 4/2013 
and the present catalog, the Newman example in 5/2014, and the Norweb coin in the August 2014 ANA Signature, which is still being conducted as 
this is written). No other auction firm has ever handled so many examples of this remarkable pattern in such a short time frame. When Walter Breen 
described the Silver Center cent in the 1974 G.E.N.A. Sale for Pine Tree Rare Coin Auctions, he commented, “I didn’t think I’d ever see (let alone 
catalogue) this coin!” The opportunity to study and compare so many specimens has enabled us to refine our knowledge of this issue and deepen our 
understanding of the process that resulted in the creation of these fabulous patterns and ultimately led to their rejection as circulating coins. 

Design 

Liberty faces right with hair flowing behind. The obverse periphery reads LIBERTY PARENT OF SCIENCE & INDUSTRY, with 1792 just below the 
bust. The reverse has a wreath tied with a ribbon at the bottom; ONE CENT is within. Around the rim is UNITED STATES OF AMERICA with the 
fraction 1/100 below. Struck in copper with a silver plug in the center and a reeded edge. Medallic alignment. This coin was weighed and measured 
its precertification auction appearance in Stack’s 65th Anniversary Sale. The weight was given at 72.8 grains, the diameter 22.5 millimeters. 

The Price of Copper and the Judd-1 Silver Center Cent 

As with any coinage proposal, the Judd-1 silver center cent has a complex genesis. One of the less-known roots of the issue is the 
economic activity of an unexpected country: Sweden. The northern kingdom held a near-monopoly on copper production in 
Europe thanks to the Stora Kopparberg or Great Copper Mountain mine, and it pushed production to finance its military and political 
aims. The kingdom began making copper riksdalers alongside silver coins of the same denomination in 1624, during the reign of 
Gustavus Adolphus the Great, which led a couple of decades later to the famous “plate money” that was used in the Swedish banking 
system until 1776 and today is popularly photographed on kitchen scales. The large size of Sweden’s plate money points to copper’s place 
as a valuable, but not the most valuable, commodity on the continent; while a Swedish silver riksdaler of the period was a crown-sized coin 
not particularly different in size or weight from its peers in other kingdoms, a copper one-riksdaler plate had significant size and bulk. 

In absolute terms, the weights assigned to the copper coins in the U.S. Mint Act of April 2, 1792 were not nearly so large as a piece of Swedish 
plate money. The cent was listed at 11 pennyweights (where a pennyweight refers to the weight of a British penny’s worth of silver, 24 grains 
or l/20th of a troy ounce) and the half cent at 5 Vi pennyweights, both on the determination of inaugural Secretary of the Treasury Alexander 
Hamilton in his Report on the Subject of a Mint, the 1791 predecessor to the Mint Act. As with the gold and silver coinage listed in the Mint Act, 
Hamilton assigned the copper coins weights that represented full intrinsic value at the time, i.e. one cent’s worth of copper in a one-cent coin. A bit 
of math reveals how Sweden’s relentless production of copper had driven down the price of the commodity over a century and a half. An individual 
large cent at the Mint Act standard would weigh 264 grains, or more than half a troy ounce, on its own, and 100 such cent coins would have a 
collective weight of 1100 pennyweights, or 55 troy ounces! Even the one-riksdaler pieces of Swedish plate money were not so heavy. 

Alexander Hamilton took notice of the weighty problem posed by an intrinsic-par copper cent in his Report and examined silver as a solution: 

“With regard to the proposed size of the cent, it is to be confessed, that it is rather greater than might be wished, if it could with propriety and 
safety be made less: And should the value of copper continue to decline, as it has done for sometime past, it is very questionable, whether it 
will long remain alone a fit metal for money. This has led to a consideration of the expediency of uniting a small portion of silver with the 
copper in order to ... lessen the bulk of the inferior coins...” 

Hamilton, however, stopped short of endorsing a billon coin in the manner of France, pointing out in his 1791 Report that the appearance of a 
small level of silver in a large amount of copper could be imitated cheaply by counterfeiters. 

Despitetheobviousdifferencesinappearancebetweenthecentpatternsofl792—thesilver-centeredandobviouslybimetallicJudd-l,the“fusiblealloy” 
Judd-2 at an identical size with the same obverse and reverse designs, and the Judd-3 through Judd-5 Birch cents in pure copper—all illustrated either the 
problem posed by the Hamiltonian intrinsic-value cent standard or a solution thereto. The difference in size between the Birch cents and the silver-center 
and fusible alloy pieces is startling, as seen by the to-scale images in references such as the Guide Book and Judd’s United States Pattern Coins. 

While Alexander Hamilton cited the possibility of a “billon” cent, which has common cause with the Judd-2 pattern’s fusible alloy, the 
immediate inspiration for the silver center on the Judd-1 patterns appears to have come from the U.S. Mint’s Chief Coiner, Henry Voigt. A 
letter from then-Secretary of State Thomas Jefferson to President George Washington regarding the pattern cent coinage includes the following 
paragraph, describing the activities of Voigt and Director of the Mint David Rittenhouse, which is much-reprinted in the literature on the 1792 
cent patterns but always worth a reread when considering one of these rarities: 

“Th. Jefferson has the honor to send the President two cents made on Voigt’s plan by putting a silver plug worth 3/4 of a cent into a copper 
worth 1/4 cent. Mr. Rittenhouse is about to make a few by mixing the same plug by fusion with the same quantity of copper. He will then 
make of copper alone of the same size, and lastly he will make the real cent as ordered by Congress, four times as big.” 

This letter, of course, is of paramount importance in fixing the sequence of late-1792 pattern one cent coinage at the U.S. Mint and securing the 
Judd-1 silver center cent’s place in history. 

While the Judd-1 silver center cent became the first in a long line of unadopted prototype coins produced on U.S. Mint 
grounds, this is not to say that the idea was ill-considered. The work Voigt and Rittenhouse put into the 1792 pattern cent 
coinage was instrumental in convincing Congress to amend the Mint Act in January 1793, which reduced the statutory 
weight of the copper large cent from 264 grains to 208 grains. The resulting Chain cents, while still much thicker and heavier 
than the Judd-1 and Judd-2 patterns, were of a more reasonable diameter (26 to 27 millimeters) than the Judd-3 to Judd-5 Birch cents. 

The Bushnell-Parmelee Specimen 

The present coin made its first appearance on the numismatic scene as early as April of 1863, when it was described in lot 1075 of Edward Cogan’s 
Sale of American Silver and Copper Coins and Medals. According to the title page, the coins in the sale were actually owned by Cogan himself, 
an auspicious start to the pedigree of this coin, which includes the names of more celebrated collectors than that of any other specimen (see roster 
below). This piece was a highlight of many great 19th century collections, bringing acclaim to such well-known collectors as Charles Ira Bushnell, 
Lorin G. Parmelee, and H.R Smith. After the turn of the century, this coin was acquired by George Earle, whose collection was “One of the great 
collections: balanced strength in ancients, European and U.S. Rarities and high condition,” according to John Adams. B. Max Mehl sold the 
present coin in his sale of the Will Neil Collection in 1947, and outlined its history after the Earle Sale: 
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"... I doubt if this coin has ever been in circulation, as it has considerable mint luster and only the highest portions show slight cabinet friction. 
Excessively rare. Only about eight specimens were minted. This particular specimen has an unusually interesting as well as valuable pedigree. It 
originally came from the great Earle Collection. At the Earle Sale it was purchased by the eminent numismatist, Mr. Wurtzbach of Massachusetts, 
who in turn sold it to the great Chicago collector Virgil Brand. From the Brand Collection it went to the Belden Roach Collection of New York, and 
when I had the pleasure of selling the Roach Collection in 1944, Mr. Neil was the successful buyer. It brought $525.00. But it is certainly worth much 
more today, considering its rarity, beautiful condition, and outstanding pedigree, and last but not least, the tremendous increase in value of all these 
greater rarities.” 

This coin was later owned by a succession of numismatic giants that includes the Norwebs and Robert Simpson, truly one of the most illustrious 
pedigrees in all U.S. numismatics. 

MehPs reference to some “slight cabinet friction” is probably just some striking flatness on Liberty’s cheek, which remains lustrous and shows only a few 
minor signs of contact on the cheekbone. The copper bulk of the piece is rich brown with just a hint of reddish'violet color, while the small silver plug, 
larger and rounder in appearance on the obverse as always, is medium-gray with a hint of steel. Under magnification a number of small faults appear, 
including a shallow pinscratch that falls away from the tip of Liberty’s nose, but the plain line on Liberty’s neck southeast of the silver plug appears to be a 
planchet flaw rather than a post-striking defect. A small dot of deep toning on the rim near the Y in LIBERTY on the obverse may serve as a future 
pedigree marker. The overall presentation is most attractive. 

Historically important and genuinely rare, the Judd-1 silver center cents have a remarkable story and distinctive eye appeal. This example has been 
appreciated by many famous owners, including Charles Ira Bushnell, Lorin G. Parmelee, Virgil Brand, Colonel E.H.R. Green, and Mrs. R. Henry Norweb. 
The next owner of this remarkable and high-end piece will join their esteemed collecting company.

Breen also reports only one die marriage 
among survivors, this being most readily identifiable by the presence 
of random arcing striations in the obverse field around Liberty’s 
head. While the currently offered Superb Gem displays these 
features, its surfaces are silent on the subject of post-production 
distractions.

Incredible Prooflike Gem 1796 B-2 Quarter Dollar 
From the Norweb Collection 
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3116 1796 B-2, R.3, MS65 PCGS. Ex: Norweb. High 6. In his 1796 Mint report, dated November 29, Elias Boudinot discussed 
some of the problems that faced the fledgling Mint in Philadelphia: “He has seen, with regret, an opinion generally prevailing, that the 
establishment is unnecessarily expensive, and less productive than was rationally expected by its advocates and friends.” Among 
the problems was free coinage, meaning that the government paid the cost of refining silver and gold deposits, including the cost 
of copper that was necessary for alloy purposes. Boudinot continued: “not only the original cost of the works, and the salaries of 
the stated officers, fall on the public, but also the whole amount of the workmanship, with the alloy, wastage, and contingent losses.” 

During the period from July 18, 1794 to November 12, 1796, a total of 39 deposits of silver were brought to the Mint. Among 
those were five deposits in August 1794 that were the exact fineness of standard silver (89.24% pure). Only seven of the remaining 34 
deposits were lower-purity than standard silver, but those seven deposits totaled 98,556 gross ounces of silver, or nearly 25% of all the 
silver deposited during that 29-month period. The result was a necessity for the Mint to supply more than 2,100 pounds of copper to bring 
the silver deposits up to standard. At the prevailing rates, the cost of that copper alone was approximately $560. Copper collectors will 
be quick to point out that the cost of the alloy was equal to a little over 70,000 additional large cents that could have been minted. 

The 5,894 quarter dollars minted in the second quarter of 1796 were included among the silver coins minted at the time. Attempts to correlate 
silver deposit data from the 1796 Mint Report to coinage delivery records have failed, but research continues. Comparing those records does 
indicate an approximate delay of three months, suggesting that the silver contained in the coins was deposited around the first of the year. 

The 1796 quarters were the first of their kind, featuring the Draped Bust obverse modeled from the work of Gilbert Stuart, and the Small Eagle 
reverse that would soon be replaced with a Heraldic Eagle design. These are one-year type coins, the first quarter dollars ever minted, and a low- 
mintage issue. Total production included the 5,894 coins struck in 1796, and 252 additional pieces coined in February 1797. Modern research into 
die states shows that the Browning-2 quarters, with the High 6 date position, were the first coined, adding to the importance of this coin. 

More than a dozen Gem Mint State 1796 quarters still exist, although few of them have the strike of this example. On nearly all 
known examples, the eagle’s head and neck are flat and indistinct, with the leaves above showing no detail. Although minor adjustment 
marks affect the strike on the present coin, the head still shows nearly full design definition. Breen claimed in his Proof Encyclopedia 
that “The weakness at eagle’s head is characteristic of the design and is not to be attributed to imperfect striking.” The mere existence 
of sharp heads on pieces such as the Norweb specimen clearly show that Breen was incorrect. However, the vast majority of pieces have 
poorly defined head and neck details on the reverse. Finding an example with full details at that location is a rare numismatic event. 

This boldly defined Gem is one of the finest existing 1796 quarters. Steel, russet, and sea-green toning enhances the underlying deep 
golden appearance. The fields are fully and obviously prooflike. Besides the bold definition on the head, the wing feathers are sharp, and 
the rock below the eagle has full detail. The border dentils, especially on the obverse, are bold and wide, providing a wonderful frame for 
the design elements. An early die state example, the Norweb Gem is struck from perfect dies, adding credence to the idea that it is a special 
presentation strike. A few light adjustment marks on the reverse are visible, but they hardly affect the incredible beauty of this piece. The 
cataloger for the Norweb Collection suggested that this is a special piece: “This is quite possibly a presentation coin, of the type which 
years ago used to be called Proof, struck, as Walter Breen suggests, at the beginning of coinage of the denomination on April 9, 1796.” The 
combined attributes of this incredible coin from the Norweb Collection ensure that it will delight collectors for generations to come. 

Regrettably, there is no provenance recorded in the Norweb catalog. However, the numismatic history of the family will give today’s 
scholars a place to start. Liberty Emery Holden (1833-1913), a graduate of the University of Michigan, studied law and had diverse business 
interests. He was a hotelier, miner, and newspaperman. As a hotelier, he built and owned the Fairmount Hotel and the Hollenden Hotel 
in Cleveland. As a miner, he managed and owned several mines, including the Old Jordan and Old Telegraph mines in Utah. He is 
perhaps most famous as the owner of the Cleveland Plain Dealer, a newspaper that continues to operate today in its 168th year. Today, the 
publication’s website notes that, beginning in 1885 “under the direction of Liberty E. Holden, the paper assumed the strict policy of political 
impartiality and objectivity in news coverage that continues to this day.” Holden’s interest in numismatics apparently began circa 1890. 

Liberty Emery Holden and his wife, Delia Elizabeth Bulkley, had nine children. Among them was Albert Fairchild Holden (1866-1913) who 
died of cancer in 1913, just prior to his father’s death. The younger Holden was a Harvard graduate who studied mining and mineralogy. His hobbies 
were mineralogy and numismatics. His numismatic interests seem to have started about 1900, and continued concurrently with his father. 

Albert’s daughter, Emery May Holden (1896-1984) developed her own interest in numismatics while very young, and was 
recording die varieties in her father’s collection by the time she was 12 years old. She joined the ANA in 1914 and held membership 
in the organization for 70 years, longer than anyone else before or since. Most of her numismatic purchasing took place 
from the early 1930s into the 1960s, actively buying from New Netherlands in the 1950s. She married R. Henry Norweb, Sr. 
(1895-1983) in October 1917. Their son, R. Henry Norweb, Jr. was also active in numismatics, specializing in Brazilian coins. 

Today, the provenance hound may want to concentrate on two time periods for a source of this 1796 quarter. The Holdens, Liberty 
and Albert, collected from about 1890 to 1913, and Emery May Holden and her husband, R. Henry Norweb, Sr., actively 
collected from the 1930s to the 1960s, and even personally attended the King Farouk sale in Cairo in 1954. Likely sources for 
this Gem 1796 quarter include J.C. Morgenthau, New Netherlands Coin Co., B. Max Mehl, and other contemporary dealers, including 
the Chapman brothers in the late 19th and early 20th centuries. The opportunity to own this outstanding coin, surviving 
from the first striking of US quarter dollars, and later to the famous Norweb collection, may not present itself again for a long time.

An examination of auction prices realized for proof coins 
between 2010 and 2014 yields some interesting finds. On average, 
examples graded PR60 to PR64 have realized between $35,402 
and $48,156 with a low price variance for pieces certified PR61 
to PR64. In Gem proof condition, mean prices realized in the last 
five years jumps significantly to $81,595. We conclude that this 
Plus-designated and CAC-approved Select representative offers 
an excellent opportunity for the discerning collector to acquire a 
higher-end piece with strong value for the grade. 

The surfaces of this proof gleam with brilliance and are devoid 
of any toning. Moderately frosted design features show strong 
definition overall and contrast pleasingly against the reflective 
fields, with only minor strike incompleteness over Liberty’s ear. 
Two small planchet voids between the AT in STATES and over the 
M in AMERICA serve as a future pedigree markers. Overall, this is 
a highly appealing example of a famed Morgan dollar rarity.

Within the Morgan dollar series, few 
dates are as desired as the 1895 Philadelphia proof issue. Confusion 
reigns regarding whether or not the Mint actually struck circulation 
strikes in 1895. Records show a production figure of 12,000 coins, 
and researchers have put forth several theories to explain why 
examples have yet to come to light. Mass-melting under the 
Pittman Act of 1918 may have destroyed the reported 12,000-coin 
mintage, while clerical error suggests no circulation strikes were 
minted in the first place. Either way, this proof issue is the only 
option for collectors looking to complete a date and mintmark set. 
Although a mintage of 880 specimens is not impressive in itself 
compared to other proof mintages in the series, demand for the 
date is unparalleled — the reason for which it has been dubbed 
“King of the Morgan Dollars.” 

The 1895 Morgan dollar is of such a storied past that it ranks 
66th among Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth’s 100 Greatest U.S. Coins. 
It leaves in its wake such legendary issues as the 1797 half dollar 
(68), the 1851 and 1852 Seated dollars (81-82), as well as the 1854' 
O, 1856-0, and 1861 -S Paquet Reverse double eagles (97-99). Still, 
Morgan dollar collectors would likely argue that it should rank atop 
the list. 

This sharp near-Gem example is exhibits strong Cameo contrast 
between the mirrored fields and the thickly frosted devices, while a 
few grade-defining hairlines are only visible with a loupe.

The year 1856 was 
in many ways a transitional year at the nation’s mints. Preparations 
were under way to do away with the filthy and unpopular “old 
copper” half cents and cents, and accordingly the Philadelphia 
Mint struck a large number of pattern Flying Eagle cents made of 
copper-nickel, in a new, small-size format. The arrows at the date 
from 1853-1855 on minor silver coinage, signifying a reduced 
silver content, were removed in this year. The newly opened San 
Francisco Mint struck its first dimes and quarter eagles, along with 
the only Indian Princess, Small Head (Type Two) gold dollars 
produced in 1856. Meanwhile, the newly designed Indian Princess, 
Large Head (Type Three) gold dollars were produced at the 
Philadelphia and Dahlonega mints. 

The Philadelphia Mint manufactured more than 1.76 million 
business strike gold dollars during 1856, in two styles, with the 5 in 
the date either upright or slanted. An unknown but small number 
of proofs was also produced, usually estimated at 10 to 15 pieces. 
Most other coin denominations, with a couple of exceptions, from 
1850 to 1856 show slanted 5s, while they disappear altogether 
by 1857. A popular numismatic chestnut holds that Mint 
Engraver James B. Longacre preferred his 5s slanted, while other 
mint personnel favored the upright 5s. For much more on the 
phenomenon of slanted or italic 5s, see the article “A New Slant 
on Coins of 1850-56” by Craig Krueger and John W. Dannreuther 
in The Numismatist, June 2002. Krueger and Dannreuther draw a 
distinction between “slanting” and “italic” numerals, and note that 
they are mutually exclusive: “Slanting” numerals can be non-italic, 
and some upright numerals show italic characteristics. 

Although Walter Breen believed that the Upright 5 gold 
dollar in the Floyd T. Starr sale (Stack’s, 10/1992) was a proof, 
Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth’s recently released Gold Encyclopedia 
states categorically that the piece was a prooflike business strike, 
and that all proofs are of the “Slant 5” style. The current specimen 
shows the date low and slanting upward to the right, a diagnostic 
for genuine proofs, but beyond that it shows the unmistakable 
characteristics of proof coinage. 

The surfaces exhibit rich reddish-gold coloration. The fields 
show the deep mirrors one would expect from a proof, and the 
devices are nicely frosted and give the coin a two-toned appearance. 
One interesting aspect seen on this piece is light die clashing in 
the reverse fields. This was a common problem on Type Two gold 
dollars, and it appears that mint personnel continued to consider 
a planchet optional before striking even in the first year of Type 
Three production.

The quarter eagle was not a popular denomination in the early 
19th century, as it was too large for the typical everyday purchase 
made by individual citizens, but too small to be useful in large 
transactions conducted by merchants and bankers. The quarter 
eagle was produced only sporadically during this era, and mintages 
were uniformly small. In addition, almost all U.S. gold coins of the 
1820s were exported or melted because their intrinsic value was 
greater than their face value. As a result, the Capped Bust Left , 
Large Dentils quarter eagle is one of the most elusive design types 
in the U.S. gold series, and none of the dates from the 1820s are 
easily located. The Mint began using the close collar technology 
on quarter eagles in 1829,making the 1827 the final date of its type, 
another important consideration for type collectors.

Rare Example With Ultra Cameo Surfaces 



3358 1894 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. A moderate mintage of 122 proof 
Liberty quarter eagles was achieved in 1894, and the survival rate 
was relatively high. Perhaps 50-70 examples survive today in all 
grades, but an unusually large percentage of survivors show signs of 
circulation. Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth estimate 25% of the coins 
offered at public auction in recent years have been mishandled. 
In addition, several specimens are impounded in institutional 
collections. The 1894 is definitely a rare issue at the Premium Gem 
grade level, with the Ultra Cameo designation. 

The present coin is a delightful Premium Gem, with impeccably 
preserved yellow-gold surfaces and razor-sharp definition on all 
design elements. The deeply mirrored fields contrast profoundly 
with the frosty devices to produce a dramatic cameo effect. Overall 
eye appeal is terrific.

A Stunning Representative 



3359 1898 PR66 Deep Cameo PCGS. The Philadelphia Mint struck 
165 quarter eagle proofs in 1898, of which 110 are estimated to 
survive today in all grades, according to CoinFacts. PCGS has 
certified 66 proofs, and just 28 have been awarded the Deep Cameo 
designation. Of those 28 coins, five examples are in PR66 (one in 
66+) and only seven are finer (7/14). The majority of these coins 
are tightly held, understandably so, and any opportunity to acquire 
one should not be missed. 

This is a stunning representative with remarkable contrast. The 
thickly frosted devices appear suspended over reflective jet-black 
fields, imparting vivid visual appeal to each side. The surfaces are 
essentially pristine and a loupe reveals only a few minute wispy

Despite a mintage of only 223 proofs, 
this issue claims the highest production figure in the entire proof 
Liberty quarter eagle series. As the Cameo designation suggests, 
this gorgeous near-Gem demonstrates bold contrast between the 
deeply mirrored fields and frosty devices. The surfaces offer rich 
yellow-gold color with reddish accents. Population: 7 in 64 Cameo,

3360 1898 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. CAC. According to the 
Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins 1795-1933 (Garrett and Guth, 
2008): “Although the number of examples offered at auction in the 
last two decades is on the high side, many of the coins are mishandled 
pieces. Just six or seven choice coins have been sold. The population 
numbers are also highly inflated by resubmissions. It can be estimated 
that only 35 to 40 coins remain in all states of preservation.” 

The beauty of this example is undeniably great, and the technical 
attributes of the piece are also noteworthy. The razor-sharp strike 
definition is essentially full on both sides. Tremendous deep-mirror 
reflectivity sparkles in the fields and the surfaces overall seem 
distraction-free and nearly as struck. Some unusual die chips are 
noted near and within the letters of STATES, as well as RICA, but 
these mint-made elements are not of any great significance.

3362 1906 PR64 Cameo PCGS. CAC. The Mint abandoned the 
polishing of devices on proof gold after 1903. While a short-lived 
experiment, the resumption of contrasted surfaces only allowed 
a few short years for collectors to acquire a proof Liberty quarter 
eagle before Pratt’s Indian design was adopted in 1908. The 
official mintage for the 1906 was 160 proofs, and there seems to 
be a higher-than-usual number of survivors for this date. This 
is a spectacularly deep cameo that has a slight reddish tint to 
the otherwise yellow-gold color. Close examination with a loupe 
reveals a few faint hairlines, but there are no singular contact marks 
worthy of mention on either side. The intense golden patina is 
outstanding.

An elaborate, lariat-like lint mark resides 
on the left reverse field, between the eagle’s wing and TED. The 
richly frosted, golden devices are beautifully contrasted over the 
watery, jet-black fields. A great coin with tremendous visual 
appeal. One small contact mark, on Liberty’s cheek, limits the 
grade.

This example is remarkably well-preserved, as the grade suggests, 
and displays shimmering green-gold luster. The eagle’s wing is softly 
defined, an effect of poor engraving of the die and not striking 
pressure. This characteristic was corrected on the 1909 dies. PCGS 
has seen just two numerically finer representatives (7/14).

Improper die preparation resulted in some softness 
on the eagle’s shoulder and wing. This Premium Gem demonstrates 
the weakness on the wing, but is sharply struck otherwise and 
the sunken design elements are sharp and attractive. Peach- 
gold surfaces display frosted luster and orange accents over the 
multilevel devices. Seldom seen any finer, with just five examples 
in a higher numeric grade by PCGS and NGC combined (7/14).

The obverse design elements of 
this delightful Premium Gem are sharply detailed, but the detail 
on the eagle’s wing is softly rendered, due to some incompleteness 
in the die. The well-preserved greenish-gold surfaces radiate 
vibrant mint luster and eye appeal is terrific.

Struck to the 
extent of only 55,600 pieces, the 1911-D was a rarity virtually from 
the day it was struck. This Select Mint State example will benefit 
any set in which it resides, showing glowing orange-gold coloration 
with a bold strike and mintmark (especially important). A tiny 
tick under the chieftain’s eye and two small reeding marks on the 
reverse are the only mentionable signs of contact.

3374 1911 -D MS65 NGC. The late Paul M. Green turned his attention 
to the 1911-D quarter eagle in his “Item of the Week” column 
for the edition of Numismatic News dated September 17, 1996. 
He begins with a simple assertion: “Key'date gold coins are often 
overlooked and underpriced.” He continues by noting that while 
the various copper and silver series, particularly more modern ones, 
are accessible to a broad range of collectors, gold coinage demands 
a substantial budget. Green does highlight the Indian quarter eagle 
series, however, as a potential exception. It is short, and in his 
words, “supplies of all dates from the Indian Head quarter eagles ... 
are ample with the exception of one.” 

Then this: 

“In all cases the single exception is the 191 HD. The 191 HD 
had a total mintage of 55,680 pieces, making it far and away 
the lowest production date of that type. It had not become 
any more common over the years. It always has, and always 
will be the key date in the Indian Head quarter eagle set. Its 
prices routinely run four or five times higher than the prices 
of common dates. None question that it is the key date to 
the set and worth the price.” 

The intervening years have widened the gap between the 
191 I'D quarter eagle and its peers, validating Green’s assertions 
from 1996. The 191DD is rarely encountered in Gem condition, 
in large part because of the way these coins were designed. The 
sunken relief places the fields as the high points, and extreme 
care had to be taken so they were not abraded. This is a truly 
impressive example that shows clear fields, the only exception 
being a short diagonal mark on the reverse above and to the left 
of the motto. Light, even reddish'gold color is seen over each side. 
The diagnostic partial wire rim is easily seen on the right side of the 
obverse. The striking details are sharp, but not quite fully brought 
up on the lowest feather in the headdress.

The issue is moderately 
available in lower circulated grades, but Mint State pieces are rare 
in any condition. This pleasing AU representative shows signs of 
heavy die polishing in the obverse legend and lower reverse wreath, 
not uncommon for the issue, but actual wear is minimal. The 
surfaces are pleasingly clean and display original green-gold color.

The paltry number gives the date instant appeal in any grade, 
though it is more accessible than earlier rarities at the various Mint 
State levels. This is an attractive MS64 coin that adds condition 
rarity to the low-mintage appeal. Semireflective fields are pale 
yellow-gold and offer slight contrast with the subtly frosted texture 
of the well-defined devices. The coin is minimally marked and 
would make an excellent addition to a specialized series collection.

The official mintage figures for the 
three earliest wide-release proof three dollar gold issues — the 
1859, 1860, and 1861 — are likely gross mintages rather than net; 
in the example of the 1860 proof, Garrett and Guth write that 
despite a stated mintage of 119 pieces, “the true mintage is probably 
somewhere between 40 and 60 Proofs.” That figure is more in line 
with stated production figures from 1862 to 1864, which ranged 35 
to 50 pieces. 

The authors make further relevant notes about the 1860 three 
dollar gold proof, stating that on average, “this date appears at 
auction less than once a year.” Early collectors prized the lower 
denomination gold issues but most found it too expensive to 
systematically collect contemporary eagles and double eagles. As 
a result, gold proof sets were frequently broken up, with owners 
retaining the lower denominations and disposing of the tens and 
twenties for a nominal profit, or just spending the larger coins. 
The 1860 Three dollar gold piece began appearing individually at 
auction at an early date, with a typical description appearing in lot 
452 of the Catalogue of Coins and Medals (Edward Cogan, 9/1869), 
“1860 Three Dollar piece; beautiful Proof and scarce.” The coin sold 
for a respectable $6, not bad for a coin that was less than ten years 
old at the time. Recent sales include the prior appearance of the 
present coin in our April 2011 Central States Signature Auction, 
Where it realized $83,375. 

The mirrors on each side of this Premium Gem specimen have 
intense sun-yellow color that borders on orange, while the devices 
show a distinctly lighter tone in addition to their ample frost. The 
strike is crisp as expected, and though a few tiny lint marks and 
other imperfections are present (such as a small depression near 3 
o’clock on the reverse), the surfaces are carefully preserved overall, 
with only minor clouding and other flaws precluding an even finer 
designation.

Moreover, this particular coin is the 
only 1882 three dollar assigned NGC’s coveted Star designation. 

Beautiful brass^gold color adorns both sides, each of which 
projects outstanding field^motif contrast. A powerful strike 
manifests itself in crisp delineation on the design features, and 
both faces are impeccably preserved. A tiny, inoffensive toning 
spot above the 1 in the date may well preclude an even higher 
numerical grade.

Garrett and Guth give a great 
summation of the proof 1871 half eagle’s allure, saying the date “is 
another of the very low-mintage issues of the 1870s that seldom appear 
on the market. The original mintage for the issue was just 30 coins, and 
it is probably that fewer than 10 coins still survive. One coin is in the 
collection of the Smithsonian, and another example resides with the 
American Numismatic Society.” The authors go on to enumerate the 
privately held examples they know, including those of Byron Reed, 
Harry W. Bass, Jr. (the present coin and one impaired specimen), and 
the Trompeter coin. We have compiled a roster of all specimens known 
to us below. 

While Heritage has handled the Trompeter specimen on a private basis, 
the present coin is the only example Heritage has presented at auction 
(this is its second Heritage appearance). Considering the million-plus 
entries for coins in Heritage’s Permanent Auction Archives, this is a great 
testament to the true rarity of the proof 1871 half eagle, both in terms of 
absolute rarity and infrequency of appearance on the market. 

This coin traces its history to two of the greatest U.S. gold collections 
of all time, the Garrett and Bass Collections. The pleasing yellow- 
gold surfaces have a handful of very light hairlines, though nothing to 
seriously jeopardize the PR65 Cameo designation of this moderately 
contrasted coin. Both sides are stunningly beautiful, and with its amazing 
aesthetics and undeniably rarity, this coin should prove irresistible to the 
proof gold connoisseur.

The Mint struck 61 proofs in 1883, but the 
issue’s survival rate is conservatively 50%. On average, CoinFacts, 
Akers, and Breen estimate that between 20 to 30 specimens 
survive in all grades.

The 1913-S half eagle comes 
with a reputation for being poorly made. In his A Handbook of 
20th-Century United State Gold Coins, 1907-1933, David Akers 
writes of this issue: “The strike is typically only average to good and 
the mintmark is usually very weak and little more than a shapeless 
‘blob.’ Problems near the border indicate die deterioration and the 
luster is nearly always sub-par.” 

Akers’ profile is not germane to the near-Gem in the current 
offering. First of all, the mintmark is bold and clearly defined. 
Second, the overall strike is sharp, including that on all of the 
peripheral elements. Excellent definition is also apparent on 
the eagle’s plumage and on most of the feathers of the headdress.

3437 1908 PR67 NGC. This was the first year of issue for the European^ 
inspired matte finish, a process that was not entirely new to the 
Mint but one that had previously been limited to medals. The 
matte finish took collectors by surprise, and it did not take long 
for them to express their dissatisfaction to Mint officials, who 
made a change in 1909 and 1910 to the so-called Roman Gold 
finish. Of the 167 proof half eagles that were struck in 1908, it is 
estimated that only 100 examples were actually distributed, the 
remainder being melted. Combining the data from both of the 
major services, one comes up with a total of 147 coins certified. 
We suspect there is a large number of resubmissions within the 
numbers certified, and believe probably far less coins — perhaps as 
few as 50 or so individual examples — are known today once the 
many resubmissions are backed out. Most survivors are lower in 
grade than this coin. This is one of the finest examples known with 
11 other pieces so graded and just one piece certified finer (7/14). 

This example has the typical khaki coloration common to 1908 
proof gold and the coarser-grain finish always seen on the date. 
The striking details show definition that only a proof is capable of 
displaying, with intricate detailing on all the design elements. Each 
side is devoid of any noticeable shiny spots or contact marks and 
the cheek of the Indian is smooth and unaffected by even the tiniest 
contact mark. This is essentially a perfectly preserved proof.

3449 1901-S MS66 PCGS. The 1901 -S ten dollar, from a production 
exceeding 2.8 million pieces, is one of the most common dates in 
the series. PCGS and NGC have graded more than 34,000 coins in 
all grades. The population declines significantly in MS66 to about 
400 examples, and higher-grade specimens are very rare.. 

Intense luster radiates from both sides of this Premium Gem 
offering, each of which displays well-cared-for, yellow-gold surfaces 
blushed with rose-violet. The design elements are sharply struck, 
further enhancing the coin’s eye appeal. Some light die cracks 
are visible at the margins. This is a great coin for a high-grade 
type collection. Just 22 examples have been certified finer by both 
services (8/14).

Plus-Graded, Near-Gem Example 



3450 1902 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. An historically scarce date in the 
series despite its post-1900 date. Garrett and Guth state, “Examples 
in MS63 are scarce, but not too hard to find. On the other hand, 
MS64 and MS65 examples are very rare...” This near-Gem example 
displays exceptionally nice surfaces and stunning eye appeal. The 
fields and motifs are frosty and lustrous, with a full strike providing 
razor-sharp details. One or two tiny marks and some pinprick alloy 
spots visible with a glass, but the coin is otherwise virtually pristine.

1896 Liberty Eagle, PR66 
Only 78 Pieces Struck 
Ex: Trompeter 



3451 1896 PR66 PCGS. CAC. The high quality of proofs from 1896 
and 1898 is well known, reaching a high-water mark in these years, 
thus making these dates the obvious choices for type collectors. 
The mintage for the 1896 proof ten was 78 pieces. Of that number 
there have been 44 submission events over the past 28 years to 
both of the major services. If one subtracts perhaps a quarter of 
that number as resubmissions that have not been removed from the 
population data, there should be around 33 individual pieces extant 
today. This is slightly higher than Akers and Breen’s estimates from 
two to three decades ago of 20-25 pieces, but a little lower than the 
current PCGS CoinFacts estimate of 35-45 examples known. 

This is the Ex: Trompeter coin. The pedigree identifiers are 
unmistakable, even though it is not designated as such on the 
insert. What is curious is the lack of a Cameo or even Deep Cameo 
designation. The coin was designated as a Cameo when we handled 
it in 1999, and the contrast is strong between the fields and devices 
on each side. The physical description from 1999 is just as valid 
today and we repeat it here: 

’’This sparkling coin has incredibly deep mirrors that pro¬ 
vide a nearly black backdrop to the frosted golden devices 
seen on each side. There are some light, almost impercep¬ 
tible hairlines in the fields. The only visual distractions we 
see are a couple of tiny contact marks to the left of the 11th 
star, and an almost invisible scratch from the border to the 
right of the 6 in the date vertically to Liberty’s hair curl.” 

This is a terrifically attractive coin and one that was a part of 
one of the premier collections of proof gold assembled in the past 
hundred years. Population: 1 in 66, 0 finer (7/14).

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1898 Eagle, PR66 ★ Ultra Cameo 
Rare 19th Century Proof 
Seldom Encountered Finer 




3452 1898 PR66 ★ Ultra Cameo NGC. The 1898 Liberty eagle is a 
rare issue in proof format, thanks primarily to its low mintage of 
just 67 pieces, the lowest production total of any Philadelphia Mint 
proof ten from 1895 to the end of the series in 1907. Thankfully, 
the issue has a relatively high survival rate, thanks to collectors like 
Virgil Brand, James Ten Eyck, John M. Clapp, William Forrester 
Dunham, Nathan M. Kaufman, and David S. Wilson, who all 
purchased gold proof sets directly from the Mint in 1898 and 
carefully preserved them for future generations of collectors. 

The 1898 is probably more elusive than current population 
data would suggest, but it is still one of the more available proofs of 
the pre-1900 era. The NGC Census Report records 24 submission 
events, while the PCGS Population Report lists 27 examples in all 
grades. The grades are spread out from PR55 to PR68. Jeff Garrett 
and Ron Guth opine: 

“The certified population ballooned in this year, probably 
because of resubmissions, but the variety of grades is so 
well-dispersed that it is impossible to determine where the 
numbers have been inflated. There are probably 30-40 
coins known today, which is still a very tiny number.” 

In addition to a number of impaired specimens, the small supply 
of 1898 proofs is further limited by the presence of several coins 
in institutional holdings, including two examples in the National 
Numismatic Collection at the Smithsonian Institution. 

The present coin is a delightful Premium Gem, with the coveted 
Star designation that confirms its outstanding quality and visual 
appeal. The design elements are fully struck, with a thick coat of 
mint frost that creates profound cameo contrast with the deeply 
mirrored fields. The well-preserved surfaces show the slight orange- 
peel texture of the finest 19th century proofs and close inspection 
with a loupe reveals no mentionable distractions. Census: 3 in 66

One Numerically Finer at NGC 




3453 1899 PR67 Ultra Cameo NGC. The 1899 eagle saw a proof 
production that was slightly higher (by a couple of dozen pieces) than 
the previous couple of years, and it appears a tad more frequently at 
auction than some of the earlier dates in the series. Garrett and Guth 
remark that “hardly any were spent (unlike in previous years).” 

This piece represents one of the few finest examples remaining 
of the issue. PCGS has seen two in the grade of PR67 Deep Cameo 
with none finer; NGC accounts for two in PR67 Ultra Cameo, 
including the present coin, with one PR67 ★ Ultra Cameo and one 
PR68 ★ Ultra Cameo finer, making six grading events in all in PR67 
and PR68. How many of those top-graded submissions in Ultra/ 
Deep Cameo represent different coins is a matter for conjecture. 

Only a few collectors purchased complete gold proof sets in the 
era around the turn of the century, and large denomination gold 
proofs were seldom ordered separately. As a result of the low demand, 
gold proofs commanded only a small premium over face value in the 
early 1900s. The complete four-piece 1899 gold proof set in lot 359 
of the David S. Wilson Collection (S.H. Chapman, 3/1907), with 
a face value of $37.50, realized only $50 when it was bought in by 
S.H. Chapman. Things are much different today, as collectors value 
gold proofs over almost all other issues because of their rarity and 
aesthetic appeal. The NGC-graded PR68 ★ Ultra Cameo 1899 proof 
eagle in our May 2008 Long Beach Signature realized $149,500. 

The present coin exhibits medium yellow-gold device high 
points that are thickly frosted and contrast starkly against the 
reflective, jet-black fields on both sides, well into the Ultra Cameo 
contrast level rather than a “just made it” coin. The strike is full 
front and back. It requires a strong loupe to see two tiny marks 
beneath Liberty’s chin and a small tick in the right obverse field 
near star 12, picayune signs of contact that are undistracting but 
which will serve as pedigree markers. The reverse shows a small 
indent, as made, at the tip of the olive stem. 

This coin will be a welcome addition to a fine collection or Registry

1907 Wire Rim Ten Dollar, Rare MS66 
Sought-After First-Year Issue 
Satiny, Nearly Flawless Example 




3454 1907 Wire Rim MS66 PCGS. CAC. Self-referencing his previous 
works was a fairly common occurrence for Augustus Saint-Gaudens. 
A passage in his son, Homer’s, Reminiscences from 1913, tells of the 
multiple uses of the eagle motif that Augustus ultimately placed on 
the reverse of the 1907 Wire Rim ten: 

“The conception of the standing eagle he drew from a design 
he had often used on such work as the Shaw Memorial, the 
medal struck to commemorate the inauguration of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt [actually designed by Adolph Weinman], 
and the shield of the monument to President Garfield in 
Fairmount Park, Philadelphia.” 

What Homer Saint-Gaudens did not know is this standing eagle 
was obviously based on a similar eagle on the shekel of Tyre. This 
ancient influence demonstrates the wide-ranging familiarity Saint- 
Gaudens had with ancient sources, including not only sculpture, 
but also coinage. 

When the eagle debuted on the United States’ ten dollar 
gold piece in 1907 (along with an Indian Head motif that was, 
coincidentally, modeled after Saint-Gaudens’ earlier rendition of 
Nike on the General Sherman Monument, completed in 1905), it 
shared to a certain extent, the bold relief of the double eagle issue 
of the same year. As with the double eagle, however, it became 
clear that such high relief designs could not be produced with 
consistency, and so the designs were modified accordingly after only 
500 examples of the High Relief, Wire Edge variety were struck. 

Today, this issue is the closest thing to the sculptor’s original 
idea that numismatists can acquire, and its scarcity in all grades 
only adds to its immense allure. This representative displays richly 
satiny, yellow-gold luster, with almost no disturbances observed 
upon close examination. The devices are boldly impressed, and the 
eye appeal is seemingly unmatched. For the advanced Indian gold 
specialist, this remarkable coin will prove to be a rich reward to a 
long and patient search.

Surprisingly Elusive Motto Variant 


3456 1908 No Motto MS63 PCGS. Subdued mint luster and soft strikes 
often inhibit the issue from commanding the respect it deserves. 
Select No Motto examples such as this are scarce and anything finer 
proves challenging. The surfaces exhibit softly frosted luster and 
typical strike definition with surprisingly few marks. Overall, this 
is an excellent type representative. NGC ID# 28GG, PCGS# 8853 


3455 1907 No Periods MS66 PCGS. This is actually the Charles Barber- 
modified design of Augustus Saint-Gaudens, with the triangular 
stops or periods removed on either side of TEN DOLLARS and 
the central hair and eagleTeather details softer than on the With 
Periods variants. As the first business-strike issue of the new design 
that is generally available, the 1907 No Periods is a perennially 
popular—as well as still quite beautiful—gold type coin, one that 
appears well poised for future appreciation. The present example 
offers beautiful, highly lustrous honey-gold surfaces with superb eye 
appeal. The eagle shows a few small ticks under a loupe, but the 
piece is overall outstanding, with unbroken, mattelike luster.

Minimally Marked, No Motto Coin 


3457 1908-D Motto MS64 NGC. The 1908-D Indian eagle, with the 
motto IN GOD WE TRUST on the reverse, is much more difficult 
to locate than its mintage of 836,500 pieces would suggest, especially 
in high Mint State grades. At the Gem level and above, the With 
Motto issue is almost as rare as its No Motto counterpart, which has 
a mintage only one fourth its size. The reason for this equivalent 
rarity probably lies in the different distribution of the two issues and 
disproportionate melting of the With Motto pieces at a later time. 

The present coin is an attractive Choice example, with sharply 
detailed design elements and vibrant mint luster throughout. The 
light yellow-gold surfaces are free of mentionable distractions and 
show pleasing hints of rose, and green. Eye appeal is outstanding.

This Uncirculated representative offers 
coruscating luster, rich peach and olive toning, a good strike, and 
only minor marks. Most ‘08-S tens are in circulated grades, due to 
the hard money tradition of the West.

1910-S Indian Eagle, Lustrous MS63 



3459 1910-S MS63 PCGS. The 1910-S Indian eagle can be located 
with little searching in the lower Mint State grades, but it quickly 
becomes scarce at the MS63 level and finer coins are decidedly rare. 
This highly lustrous piece displays bright yellow-gold color and is 
unusually clean for the grade. Only a touch of minor softness is 
noted on the tip of the eagle’s facing shoulder. PCGS has seen 31 
numerically finer examples (7/14).

1911 Ten Dollar, MS65 
Smooth, Wheat-Gold Surfaces 


3460 1911 MS65 NGC. The lustrous, wheat-gold surfaces of this Indian 
Head Gem feature sharp definition on Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s 
feathers. Each side is smooth, and a loupe reveals just a small graze 
above Liberty’s nose. The issue’s 505,500-coin mintage and this 
example’s aforementioned attributes make it an appropriate type 
candidate.

1911-D Ten Dollar Gold, MS61 
Highly Sought Issue 



3461 1911-D MS61 PCGS. CAC. A combination of low mintage 
and low survival ranks this issue among the most highly sought 
representatives of the Indian Head eagle series. Just 30,100 pieces 
were struck, and many of those were lost to circulation attrition. 
The issue is extremely rare in high Mint State grades, but somewhat 
more available in lower Uncirculated conditions such as this MS61 
coin. 

A bold strike is seen on both the Indian’s bonnet and on the 
eagle. The surfaces are typically textured and lustrous. A few light 
abrasions account for the assigned grade. This coin received the 
CAC “green bean” for quality.

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Low-Mintage 1911-D Eagle, MS63 



3462 1911-D MS63 PCGS. Though mintage is far from the sole 
determinant of rarity in late-date American gold, with just 30,100 
pieces struck, the 1911 -D ten dollar gold is one of the most challenging 
Saint-Gaudens issues, and even Select examples are condition 
rarities. Garrett and Guth (2006) ascribe immense importance to 
this issue, proclaiming that “[a] 11 Indian Head eagle collections are 
judged to some degree on the quality of the 191 HD issue.” 

A touch of haze has settled over the surfaces of this luminous 
piece, predominantly yellow-gold with a touch of wheat. Liberty’s 
cheek is clean, and at first glance, the piece appears much finer 
than its Select designation. Only on closer inspection does one 
identify the wispy, grade-defining abrasion present in the left 
obverse field. The reverse is rotated approximately 20 degrees 
counterclockwise. Population: 34 in 63, 17 finer (7/14).

Outstanding Visual Appeal, Ex: Kutasi 



3463 1915-S MS65 PCGS* Ex: Kutasi. The 1915-S is both an absolute 
and condition rarity in the ten dollar Indian series. Only 59,000 
pieces were struck, and apparently few were shipped overseas. No 
hoards are mentioned in the literature and few Uncirculated pieces 
known. PCGS has certified only five coins at the Gem grade level 
and just three coins finer (7/14). 

This is a particularly clean and attractive example. The surfaces 
show pronounced granularity (not always the case on 1915-S tens) 
with satiny mint luster. Both sides exhibit lovely peach-gold and 
mint-green color with occasional whispers of lilac interspersed, and 
each is impeccably preserved. The latter is a significant attribute 
because most Mint State 1915-S survivors display “numerous 
abrasions” (David Akers, 20th Century United States Gold Coins, 
p. 193). The only identifiers that can be reliably used for pedigree 
purposes are a short horizontal mark below Liberty’s eye and a 
tiny alloy stain at 5 o’clock on the obverse. The design features 
are sharply impressed, and overall this Gem exhibits outstanding 
technical quality and aesthetic appeal.

Sought-After San Francisco Issue 
Outstanding Visual Appeal 



3464 1930-S MS65 PCGS. CAC. Following a 10-year hiatus, Indian 
gold eagle production at the San Francisco Mint resumed in 1930, 
but output was anything but substantial. Production totaled just 
96,000 pieces, and for the most part, these were unneeded in daily 
commerce, and nearly the entire mintage was stored in bank and 
Treasury vaults where it remained when the gold confiscation order 
was enacted. Still, more examples of this issue escaped melting than 
of its double eagle counterpart. Garrett and Guth write in their 
Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins: 

“Not many examples circulated, but enough were saved 
prior to the gold call-in of 1933 to satisfy collector demand. 

In overall terms of rarity, this date ranks a little behind the 
1920-S, with just a few hundred known in all, and those are 
scattered over the grading spectrum.” 

The scarcity of the 1930-S ten dollar increases substantially 
the further one travels up the grade scale, and in Gem condition, 
the date becomes a genuine rarity. In Indian Gold Coins of the 20th 
Century, Fuljenz writes: 

“Many 1930-S Eagles were roughly handled and as a result, 
the surfaces are often heavily abraded. It appears that a few 
small hoards have been found on which the surfaces are 
much cleaner and these pieces were probably not thrown 
loosely into bags as with other surviving examples.” 

The piece here-offered is most certainly a survivor from one 
of these better-preserved groups, as the surfaces, aside from a few 
grade-consistent ticks on the cheek, are incredibly clean. The 
luster is vibrant and thickly frosted, showcasing beautiful green, 
rose, and apricot-gold hues over each side. The devices are boldly 
impressed, and when held in-hand, the overall visual appeal is 
seemingly unrivaled. The Indian gold specialist will find much to 
love about this truly exceptional coin, from the final S-mint issue 
of the series.

3465 1850 AU53 PCGS. CAC. The visual appeal of this first regular- 
issue double eagle is strong, as affirmed by the green label CAC 
sticker. Reddish-gold color paints each side, with green accents 
throughout. Partial luster remains and is most noticeable around the 
reverse. Small abrasions are lightly scattered over the surfaces, but 
only a shallow scrape above TWENTY merits mention. NGC ID#

1852 Double Eagle, MS62 
FS-301, Boldly Repunched Date 



3466 1852 Repunched Date, FS-301, MS62 PCGS. All four date 
digits are obviously repunched north. One of the relatively few 
repunched date varieties of gold coins to attain the prestige of a 
Cherrypickers’ listing. Despite the 1851 advent of the San Francisco 
Assay Office, more than 2 million 1852 twenties were struck. Most 
pieces likely contained bullion mined from West Coast fields. The 
1852 is available in circulated grades but Mint State coins are rare. 
The present lustrous lemon-gold twenty has relatively few marks, 
none of which merit individual description.

1853 Liberty Head Twenty, AU58 
Attractive, Natural Surfaces 



3467 1853 AU58 NGC. Attractive, medium-gold surfaces show much 
remaining mint luster and a natural patina, suggesting this is an 
original near-Mint coin that avoided seawater immersion. A few 
tiny marks are distributed across the surfaces, but less than those 
that are seen on many lower-grade Mint State coins. Sharp details 
remain despite brief circulation. NGC ID# 268M, PCGS# 8908 
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1854 Double Eagle, AU55 
Exceptional, Original Patina 



3468 1854 Large Date AU55 NGC. Glowing mint luster remains over 
much of the surfaces of this Choice AU twenty. This is the Large 
Date variety — a considerably scarcer, major variety than its Small 
Date counterpart. Small Date grading events outnumber Large Date 
appearances 8 to 1 at the two major grading services combined. 

Only a few 1854 double eagles were recovered from the various 
shipwrecks regardless of the date variety. The exceptional, original 
patina on this example suggests it spent its life on land, circulating 
only briefly before being put away with careful preservation. The 
surfaces are minimally abraded for the assigned grade. A few lilac 
and orange highlights enhance the bold motifs of this particularly 
appealing Large Date twenty. Census: 49 in 55, 29 finer (7/14).

1854-S Twenty, MS62 
Likely S.S. Yankee Blade Coin 



3469 1854-S MS62 NGC. In 1854, the San Francisco Mint opened and 
began producing coins from California gold rush yields. Production 
focused on double eagles, of which 141,468 were struck. In that 
same year, the S.S. Yankee Blade smashed onto a rock off the coast 
of Santa Barbara and sank. Along with 900 passengers (most of 
whom survived), the ship was carrying $152,000 in gold coins. 
In 1977, a recovery of the shipwreck produced some 250 1854'S 
double eagles, this example likely among them. 

Several characteristics identify this coin as a shipwreck example. 
Uncirculated representatives were virtually unknown prior to the 
discovery of the sunken ship. Additionally, the surfaces of this 
piece feature granularity typically seen on recovered coins. A series 
of obverse and reverse die cracks, as well as a broken A in STATES 
only add to the likelihood that this piece is in fact from the S.S. 
Yankee Blade. Orange-gold coloration and a full strike further add to 
the appeal of this historic S-mint twenty. NGC ID# 268U, PCGS#

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1956-S Double Eagle, MS62 
Gorgeous Orange-Gold Surfaces 



3470 1856-S MS62 PCGS Secure. In 1856, the San Francisco Mint 
was hard at work producing double eagles, and it exceeded the 
million-coin mark for the first time. Although S-mint twenties 
were being struck en masse, most pieces entered into circulation on 
the West Coast, and mint condition representatives were rare prior 
to the discovery of the Fort Capron Hoard in the early 1970s and 
the S.S. Central America in 1988. 

This Uncirculated example boasts lustrous orange-gold surfaces 
with mint-green accents and moderate granularity, indicative of a 
seawater coin. The design motifs are boldly defined with full star 
centers. A few wispy grazes are scattered over each side, but they 
are undistracting. Population: 17 in 62, 12 finer (7/14).

3471 1857-S Spiked Shield MS65 NGC. Variety 20A. The “Spiked 
Shield” variety, with two short die scratches to the left of and 
piercing the reverse shield. This is the most often seen of the eight 
different varieties discovered in the more than 5,000 1857-S double 
eagles recovered from the S.S. Central America shipwreck. The 
quantity and incredible condition of the coins recovered made the 
date one of the most famous and cherished in the series, and Gem 
examples always seem to find a ready market. This piece, while not 
pedigreed to the shipwreck, exhibits the shimmering, softly frosted 
luster typical of the pieces recovered, with rich apricot-orange 
coloration over both sides. The strike is sharp and surface abrasions 
are almost nonexistent.

Spiked Shield, Among the Finest Certified 
Ex: S.S. Central America 



3472 1857-S Spiked Shield MS67 NGC. Variety 20A. Ex: S.S. Central 
America. In 1856, two years after the facility first opened, double 
eagle production at the San Francisco Mint reached nearly 1.2 
million coins. One year later in 1857, Gold Rush yields continued 
to ensure the West Coast mint as the preeminent facility for the 
coinage of twenty dollar gold pieces. In that year, output declined 
somewhat to 970,500 coins, still more than double the number of 
examples minted in Philadelphia. 

On August 20th, 1857, 2.6 million dollars in gold, including 
thousands of freshly struck 1857-S twenties, set sail aboard the S.S. 
Sonora from San Francisco en route to Panama City. Upon arrival, 
the gold was transferred 48 miles by rail to Aspinwall and loaded 
onto the S.S. Central America. After refueling in Havana, the ship 
continued its journey northward to New York City. Off the coast 
of the Carolinas, a hurricane engulfed the treasure-laden ship, and 
on the evening of the September 12th, the steamer slipped 7,200 
feet beneath the surface of the sea, taking with it the treasure and 
hundreds of passengers. 

Most of the 5,400 double eagles recovered from the wreckage 
in 1988 feature the so-called “Spiked Shield” variety. As is the case 
with this Superb Gem, two die scratches occur to the left of and 
penetrate the eagle’s shield. Additionally, the majority of the coins 
range in condition from MS63 to MS65. Premium Gems are scarce, 
and anything finer is rare. The NGC Census reports only seven 
coins in MS67, with none finer (7/14). 

This beautiful Type One representative is immaculately 
preserved. Frosty luster abounds over rose-gold surfaces that 
feature fully struck design elements. Aside from a few minute ticks 
scattered over each side, only two wispy grazes near (UNITE)D 
S(TATES) merit mention. Overall, this Superb Gem presents a 
remarkable opportunity to acquire one of the finest examples from 
a famous S-mint issue and a historically significant piece within the 
larger context of U.S. numismatics.

This PR61 example is one of only 77 proofs produced 
for the year 1885, and is one of only 11 such coins graded in total 
at NGC. Four of those are Ultra Cameos, with this example 
exceeded by three other coins (7/14). The surfaces of this proof 
show considerable contact both in the fields and on the devices, 
mostly on the obverse, thus the PR61 grade. However, the splendid, 
profound cameo contrast makes partial amends. The fields display 
distinctive orange-peel effect, a characteristic seen on many, if 
not most proof gold coins from roughly 1870 to 1900. It was 
caused by annealing the gold planchets in a furnace that had 
previously been heated to a higher temperature for a base metal. 
The annealing furnace had not cooled sufficiently for the lower 
temperature required for gold planchets, creating a crinkled or 
orange-peel effect.

“The Proof 1895 double eagle is another issue that is sun 
prisingly difficult to locate. Very few examples have been 
offered for sale in recent decades. The population numbers 
are at a moderate level, but they do not take into account 
multiple resubmissions. There are also a few impaired 
examples in the numbers.” 

In fact, it would surprise us if the issue were easy to locate. 
Undoubtedly many examples have been lost to attrition, whether 
it be melting as unsold at the Mint (a common practice of the 
time, but one where the melted pieces went reported nonetheless), 
being spent during World Wars or the Great Depression, or simply 
through careless handling or being carried as a pocket piece. The 
Breen Proof Encyclopedia puts the gold double eagle in the same 
class as the gold eagle, estimating perhaps 25-35 survivors of each. 

The combined NGC/PCGS population data show 32 specimens 
in non-Cameo, Cameo, and Deep/Ultra Cameo, with duplications 
certain, so the Breen estimate appears to be essentially correct. The 
PCGS CoinFacts website pegs the survival even lower, at 20-24 
pieces, including certified and raw pieces. 

The present Gem Cameo example offers yellow-gold surfaces 
that display a slight, even layer of pale reddish color. The 
surfaces are deeply mirrored and noticeably contrasted. The only 
mentionable contact is a few tiny diagonal marks that angle up and 
to the right from the top of the 9.

Although collecting 
large denomination gold coins did not become popular in this 
country until the late 1930s, a few elite collectors, like Virgil Brand, 
John M. Clapp, David S. Wilson, James Ten Eyck, and William 
Forrester Dunham had begun to order gold proof sets systematically 
from the Mint every year to update their collections by the late 
1890s. Most of these sets were broken up in later years, and the 
eagles and double eagles were often disposed of cheaply, or even 
just spent, as there was little premium attached to them at the time. 
As a result, a number of survivors are known in impaired condition. 
Probably no more than 35-40 examples survive today in all grades, 
and several specimens are impounded in institutional collections. 
Two coins are included in the National Numismatic Collection at 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

The proof coins of 1898 were some of the best-produced issues 
of the 19th century. Unimpaired survivors are of uniformly high 
quality, with outstanding eye appeal. This coin exhibits razor-sharp 
definition on all design elements, with full star centers and fine 
detail in Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s feathers. The devices have 
a thick coat of mint frost that contrasts boldly with the deeply 
mirrored fields to produce a startling gold-on-black cameo flash 
when the coin is tilted in the light. The pleasing yellow-gold 
surfaces have the slight orange-peel texture of the best 19th century 
proofs and a small mark in the lower-right obverse field serves as a 
pedigree marker.

During the 
Neoclassical period, beginning in the 1740s in Europe and 
continuing in this country until the early 1900s, drawings were 
distilled down to their barest essence. Neoclassical figures were 
eventually emphasized by starkness and simplicity with a total 
lack of modeling and perspective. An example of this severity is 
the three cent nickel, the only perspective given the portrait of 
Liberty is through the striking process itself, which would bring 
up the portrait from the surrounding field. In a reaction to the 
Neoclassicism Augustus Saint-Gaudens saw in the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts and later stays in Paris, he developed a method of sculpting 
that broke with the Neoclassical tradition. This method was best 
described by his son, Homer, in his collaborative biography of 
his father. In Reminiscences , published in 1913, Homer explained, 
“after he had built up a careful nude of the Victory, he could cut 
remorselessly into her body to give a natural appearance to her 
drapery.” This subtractive process working in clay, resulted in a 
figure that could approximate the “wet linen” appearance of marble 
statues from Classical Greece. The result was a figure of Liberty with 
deeply recessed lines in the drapery, a figure that could simulate 
the Nike of Samothrace in the Louvre. The resultant figure that 
was one that was easily adaptable to the Sherman Group at the 
entrance to Central Park, the Albright Caryatids, or the striding 
figure of Liberty on the 1907 double eagle. 

This is a wonderful Gem example that displays remarkably thick, 
satiny luster. Each side is virtually free from coimU>coin contact, 
and the strike details are complete in all areas — a result of the 
numerous blows from a hydraulic press used to strike all High Relief 
twenties.

Almost all Flat Rim 
coins show some trace of the wire rim, and similarly most Wire 
Rim pieces have lesS'than'Complete extruded metal around each 
side. The story has been repeated many times of Mint Director 
Frank Leach’s communique to Superintendent John Landis about 
elimination of the “burrs” on the edge of the High Reliefs. Leach 
not only wanted defective coins set aside, but he also wanted to 
know who was responsible for not carrying out his previous orders 
to fix the extruded metal between the die faces and collar. 

The issue quickly faded in significance to Mint officials once 
the coins were released and universally acclaimed for their artistic 
merit. Eventually Flat Rim and Wire Rim twenties became popular 
collectible variants of these impressive coins. This is a fully defined 
example that displays the usual bright, satiny mint luster with just a 
hint of pale reddish patina. Significant portions of the rims on each 
side show “flatness.”

One of the Finest-Known Proof Strikings 
From the Legendary Captain North and Bass Collections 
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3499 1907 High Relief PR68 ★ NGC. The earliest die impressions of Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ majestic double eagle designs were in the 
form of about 16 to 22 proofs that were produced with an extremely high, medallic relief. These were struck primarily for presentation to 
Theodore Roosevelt, and while the President readily approved the commencement of their coinage, efficient large-scale production was 
not mechanically possible. The Ultra High Relief proofs, as they have been called, required nine to 10 impressions from the dies with 172 
tons of force on a large medal press to fully bring up the designs (per Breen), and the coins had to be annealed between successive blows to 
relieve stress that would cause cracking; this procedure encompassed generous amounts of time and significantly slowed production. 

When regular coinage finally commenced for business strikes, the coins were given a flat border (the earlier pieces had been coined 
with no border), and the relief was lowered just a trifle. These changes allowed the designs to be more-or-less brought up with just three 
die impressions, per the research of Roger Burdette, essentially cutting production time in half. This variant was produced to the extent 
of 12,367 pieces, but it too was then deemed too inefficient for mass-production, and the high relief idea was scrapped completely. 

The Ultra High Relief coins are all considered to be proof or presentation strikes, but no records are known confirming the production of 
“regular” High Relief proofs, and therefore their existence is highly controversial. Akers writes in A Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold 
Coins, second edition (2008): 

“All High Relief Double Eagles were struck in the same manner, and there are no distinguishing characteristics that positively identify 
certain examples as proofs. Nevertheless, NGC has certified some High Relief Double Eagles as proofs. PCGS, on the other hand, will not 
grade any High Relief Double Eagle as a proof.” 

NGC’s criteria for discerning proofs from business strikes consists of five key diagnostics, which are laid out in detail in Dr. Robert Loewinger’s 
Proof Gold Coinage of the United States: 

“1) Extreme sharpness in all details, both at the centers and toward the peripheries. 

2) The complete absence of die erosion or distortion. 

3) Numerous, raised, die-polishing lines on both sides. These appear in a random, swirling pattern. While also evident on currency strikes, 
these are particularly bold on Proofs. 

4) Uniformly satiny surfaces, without any of the radial flowlines that produce conventional Mint luster. 

5) A build-up of metal just inside both borders, though especially evident on the reverse. This appears as a slightly raised ridge forming a 
concentric circle with the coin’s border. It probably resulted from the extreme compression to which the Proofs were subjected by additional 
strikes.” 

These diagnostics, when viewed collectively, are characteristic of a coin that received more die impressions than did normal business strikes. This 
is consistent with Breen’s statement that the proofs “... appear to have received 6 or 7 blows from the dies rather than the normal [3 to] 5.” By definition, 
a proof is a coin that was struck multiple times with specially prepared dies on a carefully selected planchet. The dies used for the High Relief proofs 
were apparently unfinished, but this was more than likely intentional, as such manufacture produced a proof with a distinctly satiny finish, just like the 
one that was later utilized for proof coins in 1909 and 1910. The similarity of this finish to the surfaces of normal business strikes, however, ultimately 
led to its discontinuance in 1910, and this similarity is also likely the cause of much of the confusion surrounding the proof High Reliefs. 

Produced on several occasions for presentation purposes, according to Breen, the proof High Reliefs were coined in unknown, but small numbers. 
NGC has encapsulated 239 specimens, per the Census Report, though it is likely that a number of these are the result of resubmissions. Furthermore, 
in his Handbook, Akers notes: 

“Most examples have at least a few scattered contact marks or other light blemishes. NGC has certified several examples in the Proof-65 to 
Proof-69 grade range, however, so it is possible to obtain a virtually pristine coin with patience.” 

The present offering is just such a piece, as it is one of just two certified at the PR68 grade level, and is the only one of those 
to receive a Star designation. The only numerically finer example is none other than the legendary PR69 Flat Rim proof (7/14), offered 
in Heritage Auctions’ November 2005, sale of The Phillip H. Morse Collection, lot 6529, where it brought an impressive $534,750. 

The design elements of this piece exhibit a degree of sharpness that is, in a word, incredible; the fingers on Liberty’s torch hand are 
bold and fully rounded, the toes are produced in bold relief, the stars around the border and the capitol building are sharply defined, and 
the finer gown lines are brought up to an extent not seen on normal business strikes. On the reverse, the eagle is struck to a full bas-relief 
appearance, and the tailfeathers are well-delineated. As is diagnostic, the satiny yellow-gold surfaces exhibit fine, swirling die-polishing 
lines, and the metal build up around the reverse border, while not overly pronounced, is present. The edge lettering is sharply defined, and 
parallel, horizontal striations from the collar (another diagnostic of proofs, per Breen) are seen around the circumference. 

This coin’s proof pedigree traces back to the legendary Captain Andrew North Saint-Gaudens gold set, which, according to 
the research of Burdette, possibly originated from the personal collection of Chief Engraver, Charles Edward Barber. The set has been 
heralded as “the rarest set of gold coins in the world,” and won the blue ribbon for “Excellency of Exhibit” when it was displayed by Stack’s 
at the 1956 ANA convention in Chicago. It consisted of seven double eagles, including two Ultra High Reliefs, and four eagles, all in 
simply remarkable condition and encased in a custom-made leather box. The set remained intact, housed in private collections, until 
NERCG purchased it in April 1980 for $1 million and distributed the pieces to various collectors. The High Relief Wire Edge 
proof, as well as its proof Flat Edge counterpart, was purchased from NERCG by Harry W. Bass, Jr. at the New York Metropolitan coin 
show that same month, and remained in that famous collection until Bowers and Merena auctioned it in November 2000. 

Here, this legendary specimen is finally offered once more to numismatic historians and collectors. Tracing its origin to one of the greatest 
gold collections of all time, this piece is undoubtedly a proof presentation striking, and one of the finest Saint-Gaudens double eagles we have 
ever offered.

The 1913-S 
double eagle had a mintage of just 34,000 coins, the third-lowest 
mintage of any double eagle behind the 1907 High Relief and 
the 1908-S. The only other San Francisco issue with a five-figure 
mintage was the 1930-S. Although certain other issues, such as 
the 1909, 1914, and 1915 are rarer, the mintage alone suggests an 
important, conditionally rare Saint-Gaudens double eagle. 

The survival rate of the 1913-S was higher than for most other 
issues. In his Complete Encyclopedia , Walter Breen reported that 
many 1913-S double eagles were imported from French banks in 
the mid-1950s, usually showing extensive bagmarks. The quantity 
of exports was considerable, with most remaining pieces stored in 
Treasury vaults until they were melted in the 1930s. A few well- 
heeled collectors ordered coins from the San Francisco Mint at the 
time of issue, and those pieces are probably the source of the few 
surviving Gems, such as the present specimen. 

Deep reddish-gold at the lower obverse complements lighter 
lilac-gold in the upper portions. A few stray marks on the obverse 
are consistent with the Gem grade, and tiny abrasions are well- 
distributed among the eagle feathers. The strike is not quite full 
but close, with softness on Fiberty’s nose, the sandal, and the 
Capitol dome. A long lateral die crack traverses the sun at the 
lower reverse.

3509 1922-S MS65 PCGS. The 1922-S Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
falls into the category of “unheralded rarity” at the Gem level, 
where PCGS has certified only 14 submissions including the 
present piece, with but two finer. Why is this issue overlooked? 
Several reasons, beginning with the fact that it is not a member of 
the monomint 1921 date, one of the few years in the series in which 
but a single mint struck examples of the twenty. The issue is also 
likely confused and obfuscated by both the 1922 Philadelphia and 
the mintmarked 1923-D issues, both common by series standards. 

As with many issues in the Saint-Gaudens twenties, the 1922-S 
has a deceptively high mintage exceeding 2.6 million pieces, which 
masks the fact that the date suffered heavy melting during the 
post'1933 era. Finally, the 1922-S still boasts a survivorship of just 
over 2,000 certification events at NGC and PCGS combined — 
certainly including duplications — but the vast majority of those 
pieces fall into the lower Mint State grades, up to and including 
MS64. It is only at the Gem level where the 1922-S emerges as a 
conditionally rare coin, one whose certified populations suddenly 
fall off a cliff (NGC has similarly seen only a 14 submissions in 
MS65, with three in MS66). David Akers writes of the issue: 

“The 1922-S is nearly always very sharply struck. The sun 
faces are frosty and usually have well above average lustre 
for the series. The color, particularly on most top grade 
specimens, is characteristically excellent, usually a rich 
greenish gold with orange highlights or a deep yellow gold 
with a coppery tint. Many specimens have noticeable red¬ 
dish or orange copper spots. Some specimens have a notice¬ 
able inner ‘rim’ (die bulge) just inside the normal rim that 
runs through the stars and tops of the reverse letters and 
across the sun. Rounded, almost beveled, rims are seen on 
many examples of this issue.” 

The present Gem PCGS example exhibits original surfaces 
with softly frosted mint luster. Rich rose-gold and lilac colors 
intermingle over each side, and there are no noticeable abrasions. 
The sharp strike throughout has produced a generous wealth of 
detail, including full columns on the Capitol building. Population:

1926-D Double Eagle, MS62 
Minimally Abraded for the Issue 
A Semikey Date in the Series 



3510 1926-D MS62 PCGS. Most of the 481,000-piece mintage of the 
1926-D double eagle was melted in the 1930s. The few survivors 
were either found overseas or were held back by a handful of 
wealthy collectors. PCGS and NGC have, to date (7/14), certified 
a mere 290 examples in all levels of preservation, making this a 
semikey issue in the Saint-Gaudens series. Mint State specimens 
are mostly in the MS60 to MS63 range, and only 31 near-Gems 
have been seen, along with three Gems and two Premium Gems 
(the latter five all PCGS-graded). 

The yellow-gold surfaces of this MS62 offering display hints 
of lavender-rose along with tiny freckles of apricot throughout 
the obverse and along the upper- and right- reverse margin. The 
design elements are well-struck except for the usually seen softness 
on the Capitol building. Scattered minute marks are perhaps fewer 
than what might be expected for an MS62, and are definitely fewer 
and less severe than typically seen on this date. Indeed, Akers 
(2008) writes: “It is nearly impossible to locate a 1926-D Double

Elusive Branch Mint Representative 



3511 1926-S MS64+ PCGS Secure. CAC. The Guide Book mintage 
of more than 2 million pieces is a mere historical footnote. The 
majority 1926-S twenties were melted by the Treasury following 
Roosevelt’s gold recall in 1933, as was the case for most other 
branch mint double eagles from the 1920s. A few hundred examples 
have made their way back to America from their sanctuary in 
foreign bank vaults, but PCGS has certified only 35 pieces finer 
than the present coin (7/14). This is a lustrous and minimally 
abraded representative. The surfaces exhibit sharply detailed design 
elements and warm honey-gold coloration. Only a handful of tiny 
rim nicks prevent a Gem designation.

3512 1930-S MS65 PCGS. Gold coin production at the San Francisco 
Mint was sporadic in the years leading up to the gold confiscation 
of 1933. Ten dollar pieces, aside from a small spurt of 96,000 pieces 
in 1930, had not been coined since 1920, half eagles had last 
been produced in 1916, and quarter eagles had not been struck 
since 1879. The double eagle was the only gold denomination that 
was produced on a regular basis (until 1927), but many of these 
coins were either exported to European countries or held in bank 
vaults as backing for the various gold certificates that were widely 
infiltrating the economy. 

By 1928, however, double eagles were in ample supply in Western 
vaults, and therefore further coinage was unneeded. In 1930, one 
last production run of just 74,000 pieces was accomplished at San 
Francisco. Closely following the stock market crash the year before, 
however, virtually the entirety of this mintage remained in bank or 
Treasury vaults until Franklin D. Roosevelt issued Executive Order 
6102 in 1933, prohibiting the private ownership of gold bullion. 
Virtually all examples were recalled and destroyed, with only a 
few escaping into private hands. Garrett and Guth write in their 
Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins: 

“The 1930-S double eagle is a significant rarity ... Those 
that did survive were likely held by American coin col¬ 
lectors or dealers, and it is almost certain that none were 
shipped overseas from this Western mint.” 

The exact number of survivors is unknown, though PCGS 
estimates as few as 50 to 75 examples are extant in all grades. The 
certified population data seems to substantiate this figure, as PCGS 
and NGC combined have encapsulated only 67 pieces in all grades 
(7/14) and, as the issue in general never circulated, virtually all of 
these are in Mint State condition. 

The Gem example here-offered is truly exceptional in every 
respect. Frosty lime-gold mint bloom illuminates wisps of peach 
over each side, with an area of deeper apricot color seen in the 
upper-left obverse region. The strike is bold throughout, and 
surface flaws are nearly nonexistent. A couple small, faint grease 
ribbons in the left obverse field (as struck) are noted, but hardly 
inhibit the immense visual appeal. For the advanced Saint- 
Gaudens gold specialist, this piece represents a rare and important 
opportunity to acquire an example of the final San Francisco gold 
issue.

3513 1931 MS65 PCGS. CAC. Ex: Norweb. The 1931 double eagle was 
issued at the height of the Great Depression, a time when the need 
for large numbers of high denomination gold coins was dwindling. 
As a result, virtually the entire mintage of nearly 3 million coins 
was left unwanted in bank and Treasury vaults when the executive 
order came from Franklin Delano Roosevelt to recall all non- 
numismatic gold coins. Garrett and Guth estimate as few as 200 
to 300 pieces escaped, and the PCGS website estimates only 100 
to 150 survive today. PCGS and NGC combined, however, have 
encapsulated just 109 representatives in all grades (7/14), a number 
that likely still includes an unknown number of resubmissions. 

Dr. Charles W. Green’s study of Mint records in the 1940s, 
suggests that only 45 of these survivors were ever actually 
distributed through official channels, and it is likely that the 
remaining extant pieces were spared from the melting pots by 
Treasury officials or Mint employees who recognized the coins’ 
pending rarity. Furthermore, as the coins did not circulate in 
America, and since none were apparently shipped overseas for trade, 
all but one example (a sole AU58 coin at PCGS) rank in the Mint 
State grade range. The Smithsonian Institution contains three 
pieces, the finest of which grades MS67, per Garrett and Guth. 

When found, this issue is usually seen with excellent eye appeal; 
the typical piece is sharply struck, with frosty luster and attractive 
color ranging from light green-gold to deeper orange-gold. The 
example here-offered is an excellent representative of that quality. 
The surfaces seem to glow with nearly undisturbed mint frost, and 
radiant yellow-gold surfaces exhibit hints of light green and rose 
hues. A few small ticks along Fiberty’s right (facing) leg preclude 
a technically finer grade, though these seem to have no effect on 
the simply immense visual appeal. Population: 25 in 65, 10 finer 
(7/14).

3514 1931-D MS65 PCGS Secure. On April 5, 1933, President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt signed Executive Order 6102, prohibiting 
the hoarding of gold coin, gold bullion, and gold certificates 
within the continental United States by individuals, partnerships, 
associations, and corporations ...” The official reasoning behind 
the order was that it was believed by the President that public 
hoarding of gold coins during the height of the Great Depression 
was starving the economy and making the economic situation 
worse. Exceptions were made for jewelry, art-related, and industrial 
uses of gold, as well as for gold coins deemed to have a recognized 
numismatic value as collectibles. Obviously, recently minted 
double eagle issues, such as the 1931-D, still sitting in bank and 
Treasury vaults, were not protected by these provisions. 

The 1931-D had a total production of only 106,500 coins, 
but its surviving population is surprisingly similar to that of the 
1931 Philadelphia issue, of which nearly 3 million examples 
were coined. Furthermore, the circumstances surrounding the 
survival of negligible numbers of the 1931-D were similar to those 
of its Philadelphia counterpart, and nearly all known survivors 
are in the Mint State grade range. Most, however, are lightly to 
moderately abraded, and grade no finer than MS64. At the Gem 
level, this date becomes significantly scarcer than the 1931. 

Certified population figures report the existence of 134 
examples in all grades, slightly more than are purportedly 
certified of the 1931, but this figure likely includes a number of 
resubmissions. In MS65, PCGS reports just 16 submissions of the 
1931-D (1 in 65 + ), with just four finer (7/14). 

This piece displays the bold strike that is typical of the issue, with 
satiny orange and lemon-gold hues encompassing each side. A few 
grade-consistent surface ticks are detected upon close examination, 
though the overall quality is exceptional and the eye appeal is 
equally high. For the advanced Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
specialist, this lustrous Gem will prove to be most satisfactory.

Du Vail 2-C. The Lafayette 
dollar is a unique coin in American numismatics, as it is the only 
coin ever issued by the United States Mint that, in a technical 
sense, bears no date. The Lafayette Memorial Commission desired 
that the coins be dated 1900 to coincide with the construction of 
a memorial statue of the general (depicted on the reverse of the 
coin), which was to be erected during the Universal Exposition 
held in Paris that year. The coins needed to be struck in December 
1899, however, and it was against Mint policy to antedate a coin. 
The solution came in the addition of the legend ERECTED BY 
THE YOUTH OF THE UNITED STATES IN HONOR OF GEN. 
LAFAYETTE / PARIS 1900 to the reverse around the depiction of 
the statue. Thus, from a technical standpoint, the date refers to the 
erecting of the memorial, and not the production of the coin. 

This piece is one of just eight MS65 examples to receive a Plus 
designation from PCGS (7/14), and finer pieces are seldom seen. 
Mottled olive-gold and sea-green toning encompasses each side, 
while the strike is bold and the preservation is excellent. NGC ID#

1900 Lafayette Dollar, MS65 
Lustrous and Attractively Toned

Lafayette dollar was not a sell-out success at the time of issue, 
and it would prove to be the last commemorative silver dollar 
minted for the United States until 1983. Of the estimated 36,000 
pieces issued, many of them were significantly abraded or otherwise 
troubled before they ever left the mint, due to poor production 
quality and unintentional ill-treatment. This immensely lustrous 
Gem is better-preserved than most.

Comprehensive Multicolor Patina 
Better DuVall 3-D 



3517 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS66 PCGS. CAC. DuVall 3-D. This is a 
scarce die pairing among the four die marriages — from among four 
obverse and five reverse dies — known for the Lafayette dollars, 
a factor that should further increase demand for this high-grade 
specimen. The DuVall 3 obverse shows the AT in STATES recut at 
their bases, paired with the D obverse displaying a thin stem with 
a leaf over the 9 in 1900. Delicate patina on each side of this piece 
comprises silver, powder-gray, sky-blue, and amber-gold, with top- 
notch underlying luster and equal eye appeal. The exposed high 
points on each side are remarkably free from contact. A coin that 
would be difficult to impossible to upgrade.

Not surprisingly, almost the 
entire mintage survives, many in high grades, though this in no 
way affects the immense demand from specialists. This Plus-graded 
Superb Gem, however, is bested by just two coins at PCGS (7/14), 
and is almost flawlessly preserved, as should be expected.

addition to their extremely low mintages, part of the celebrity 
of the 1915-S Panama-Pacific fifty dollar coins today stems from 
the poor reputation of the numismatic promoter and huckster 
par excellence, Farran Zerbe. Zerbe (1871-1949) joined the ANA 
in 1900, serving as first vice president from 1904 to 1907 and 
president from 1907 to 1909. Despite this prestigious resume, Zerbe 
was responsible for the sour taste in collectors’ mouths left by 
several early commemorative gold dollar issues. Take, for example, 
the 1903 Louisiana Purchase-McKinley and Jefferson gold dollars. 
Those first commemorative gold dollars were authorized to the 
extent of 250,000 pieces, of which 215,000 had to eventually be 
melted as unsold. Zerbe offered the coins for $3 each — a price 
that collectors deemed excessive, at three times face value. Zerbe 
submitted articles and press releases to The Numismatist, touting 
the investment potential of the coins. Nonetheless, within a year 
of their issue, the coins’ prices fell to $2 or less. Bowers writes in A 
Guide Book of United States Commemorative Coins: 

“All of this hoopla did not sit well with many collectors 
and dealers. In particular, Thomas L. Elder, a dealer whose 
business was just beginning to become important on the 
national scene, later wrote a virulent condemnation, stat¬ 
ing that Zerbe, contrary to all standards of numismatic 
professionalism, was simply a huckster who engaged in 
misleading advertising and promotions.” 

The 1904^05 Lewis and Clark Exposition gold dollars were also 
associated unofficially with Zerbe, and sales were muted at best 
after the 1903 debacle. More than a decade later, when the 1915 
Panama-Pacific Exposition rolled around, Bowers writes: 

“Zerbe’s reputation in the numismatic community was so 
poor that when the ANA decided to hold its annual numis¬ 
matic convention in San Francisco in 1915, only a handful 
of members showed up, fewer than 20 in all — setting a 
record for poor attendance unequalled before or since.” 

None of Farran Zerbe’s hucksterism was needed to sell these 
large-diameter gold pieces. For those with pockets deep enough, 
the coins’ inherent beauty was enough; yet, it also helped 
that the Panama-Pacific gold coins also celebrate the Panama 
Canal completion, a current event of monumental national 
importance. This Gem is a virtually perfect example of the rarest 
of all commemorative gold coins, and a fitting testament to the 
achievement. The surfaces exude bright mint frost and yellow-gold 
color, with overall exceptional quality.

The Panama Canal, arguably the greatest man-made wonder of the 
modern world, was officially opened in August 1914, and became a 
landmark event in the history not only of the United States, but of 
the international trade world in general. To celebrate this milestone, 
the United States began preparations for the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition, which was to be held in San Francisco the 
following year. This Exposition, however, was planned to dwarf all 
previous major fairs held in the United States, even the prestigious 
1876 Centennial Exhibition and the 1893 World’s Columbian 
Exposition. The Exposition, taking the general appearance of a 
miniature city when completed, was situated in Golden Gate Park 
in San Francisco, and occupied some 635 acres of ground. 

By 1915, it was commonplace to issue a series of commemorative 
coins in conjunction with major expositions, not only to be used as 
souvenirs, but also to procure the necessary funding to build the fair. 
On January 16, 1915, congress authorized the production of not 
one, but four different commemorative denominations - silver half 
dollar, gold dollar, gold quarter eagle, and gold fifty dollar. The coins 
were released by the Treasury at face value, and the Exposition was 
allowed to charge whatever it wanted to collectors and fair-goers. 

Of the four denominations, the fifty dollar gold pieces are by far 
the rarest and most prestigious, containing nearly two and a half 
ounces of gold each. Congress authorized the production of 3,000 
examples, which were coined in two different types: round, and 
octagonal (1,500 pieces each). The sale price set by Farran Zerbe, 
who was placed in charge of public distribution, was $100 per coin, 
or twice face value (although this purchase included an example of 
each of the lower denominations at no additional cost); while not 
unusually high from a percentage viewpoint, the high dollar-count 
limited sales somewhat, with the result that only 645 examples of 
the octagonal version and 483 examples of the round variant were 
ever distributed, and the remainder was melted. 

Today, the octagonal version is slightly more available than 
is the round, though both pieces are collectively known as the 
rarest and most prestigious gold commemoratives ever issued by 
the United States. This example of the octagonal variety is a 
beautifully preserved representative, with satiny, honey-gold luster 
and remarkably clean surfaces. The advanced commemorative gold 
specialist will find it challenging to locate a visually finer piece.

Although it 
perhaps goes largely forgotten today, the Louisiana Purchase was 
undoubtedly the most significant single real estate transaction in 
American history, doubling the size of the American continent by 
adding essentially all the land between the Mississippi River and 
the Rocky Mountains. It is only fitting that such a monumental 
event would be commemorated numismatically — so far — in 
two different centuries. In 1903 through 1905 it was the Louisiana 
Purchase-Jefferson/McKinley and Lewis and Clark Exposition 
gold dollars, and in 2004^2006 it was the various numismatic 
delicacies including the Lewis and Clark Bicentennial silver dollar, 
the Westward Journey nickels depicting Jefferson, and others. 

While many numismatists consider the 1848 CAL. quarter 
eagles to be America’s first true commemorative coin, those pieces 
entailed no complete overhaul or design change. The 1903 gold 
dollars were specifically designed as true commemoratives, and 
the Mint recorded only 100 proofs each struck of the Jefferson and 
McKinley designs. Survival rates appear virtually identical for the 
two designs in proof format. In PR64 Cameo this is the only piece 
so certified at PCGS, superseded by five PR65 Cameo coins and 
two examples in PR66 Cameo (7/14). 

When viewing this piece there is no doubt about its status 
as a proof. The fields are deeply reflective, and the devices show 
a noticeable amount of mint frost that provides the Cameo 
designation. Rich orange-gold color is seen over each side of this 
lovely, contrasted proof.

Most of these pieces 
were later melted to produce smaller-denomination gold coins that 
were more circulation-friendly, explaining their great rarity today. 

The production of these first types, with ‘50’ and ‘880 fineness’ 
hand-stamped onto the obverse die, was labor-intensive indeed. 
The D and C on the obverse were intentionally left blank to allow 
for odd denominations of dollars and cents to be punched, although 
only the fifty dollar denomination was actually created (again, with 
50 and the 880 fineness each hand-stamped onto the obverse die). 

The present K-2 1851 Lettered Edge Humbert fifty, of 880 
thousandths fineness, is certified MS61 by NGC: an example of 
remarkable quality. The Lettered Edge type — rather than ‘50’ 
on the center of the reverse, the K-2 and similar varieties show a 
motif of tight concentric circles with 24 small triangular shapes 
displayed along the outer edge — is seen more often than the ‘With 
50’ type, but these slugs are seldom seen in Mint State, regardless 
of Kagin variety. This specimen is well-struck on some of the areas 
that are typically weak, including the eagle’s head, wing feathers, 
and tailfeathers; while the highest portion of the central obverse 
design remains somewhat flat. The luster quality on both sides 
of the piece is appealing, displaying a combination of satiny and 
semi-reflective elements that illuminate the lightly abraded green- 
gold surfaces. A great representative of this famous, rare type that 
is guaranteed to receive considerable interest when it crosses the 
auction block.

The dies 
for this purpose — the striking of the $50 pieces — have 
been procured, and the first coin produced by them was 
shown us yesterday...” 

The small-sized inner circle and the ribbon positioned close to 
the engine turning on the reverse distinguish the K-7 variety from 
the K-6 variant.

The outer legends appear largely 
worn-away, although the date is partially visible. The eagle and 
rock show distinct outlines and little interior detail.

& Company — now operating as the United States Assay Office 
of Gold — the large “slugs”, as they were known, had nearly 
exhausted their usefulness and would soon be replaced by ten and 
twenty-dollar gold coins. Some additional fifty-dollar pieces were 
produced, even into 1853, but the local business community in San 
Francisco, as well as the general public, had clearly indicated their 
preference for the smaller-denomination coins that would make 
local commerce so much easier to conduct.

This is an 
attractive example of the now-famous fifty-dollar “slugs” that 
were produced in great numbers during the early years of the 
California Gold Rush (1849-1854). The Gold Rush occurred 
in a remote location, far from the nearest official U.S. coinage 
facility, resulting in complications that arose from the need for 
local circulating money. Numerous foreign coins were used for the 
purpose, while officials struggled to convince federal authorities 
of a better solution: an official U.S. mint facility located in San 
Francisco. That facility did not materialize until 1854, and in the 
meantime the so-called United States Assay Office of Gold was 
one of the forerunners that served as a temporary stopgap measure. 

This green-gold piece is bright and has a flashy appearance 
that is quite unusual for this type, examples of which ordinarily 
present satiny, rather muted surfaces. The design features are well- 
impressed, save for some of the secondary peripheral legends. Small- 
to-moderate abrasions pepper the front side of the piece, but are not 
necessarily an indicator of circulation, as acknowledged by PCGS 
with their “Unc Details” designation. Considering the paucity of 
Uncirculated examples, this piece may be considered conditionally 
scarce, even if it is net-graded due to an Edge Repair.

By 1852, the 
firm had established a reputation for quality, and in an article 
dated January 8th, 1852, the San Francisco Herald described Wass, 
Molitor’s role in producing much-needed small gold coins for West 
Coast circulation: 

“The very serious inconveniences to which the people of 
California have been subjected through the want of a mint, 
and the stream of unwieldy slugs that have been issued from 
the United States Assay Office have imperatively called 
for an increase of small coin. The well known and highly 
respectable firm of Wass, Molitor & Co. have come forward 
in this emergency, and are now issuing a coin of the value 
of $5 to supply the necessities of trade...The mechanical 
execution of the coin issued by these gentlemen certainly 
reflects the highest credit upon their skill.” 

The 1852 Wass, Molitor & Co. Small head five is a very rare 
issue in all grades, and only handful of examples are known to exist.

1893, a group of American businessmen, led by Minister John L. 
Stevens, overthrew the Queen and ruled as a provisional government 
for five years before Hawaii received Territory status in 1898. 

These pieces appear in the PCGS Population Report that details 
six certified examples under four different PCGS coin numbers. 
Those coins are graded PR65+ Cameo, PR65, PR63 Deep Cameo 
(2), PR62, and PR60 (7/14). 

The obverse features a bust of Queen Liliuokalani facing left 
with the Latin inscription LILIUOCALANI DEI GRATIA. The 
reverse shows the Hawaiian islands within a raised inner-circle 
representing a globe, and the outer legends read HAWAIARVM 
REGINA 1891. AKAHI DALA. This deeply contrasted 
representative exhibits thick mint frost over high-relief devices 
and deeply mirrorlike fields. The interiors remain mostly brilliant, 
while the peripheral recesses show darker purple-blue patina. A 
few wispy marks are scattered over each side, visible only with 
magnification, and they are undistracting.

Very Rare Fifty Dollar Pattern 
Judd-1549a, Copper Gilt 
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3583 1877 Fifty Dollar, Judd-1549a Gilt, Pollock-1722, Low R.7, PR63 PCGS. In their 1913 pattern reference, Edgar Adams and William Woodin 
wrote: 


“1877. In this year was struck at the mint two of the rarest and most interesting pattern coins of the whole series. They were of a denomi¬ 
nation higher than any coin of regular issue, being of fifty dollars value, and are regarded by all collectors as the most desirable coins ever 
issued at the United States Mint.” 

The fifty dollar patterns, named half unions, were struck in both Large and Small Head varieties, both types using a common reverse. One 
specimen of each design was struck in gold (Judd-1546 and Judd-1548) and a small number of copper examples of each design were also produced 
(Judd-1547 and Judd-1549). Some of the copper coins, including the present Small Head Judd-1549 specimen, were gilt, but it is not clear if this 
was done at the Mint or later. 

The idea for the $100 union and $50 half union gold coinage originated during the California Gold Rush in the 1850s. By the time the San 
Francisco Mint opened in 1854, most of the familiar Assay Office fifty dollar slugs (struck with semi-official status in 1851 and 1852) had either 
been exported to pay off large transactions or turned in to be melted for smaller denomination coins that were more convenient for everyday 
purchases. Since paper money was nonexistent in the California economy during the Gold Rush era, the need for larger denomination gold coins 
was keenly felt by merchants and bankers who conducted large transactions in the course of their business. These businessmen petitioned Senator 
William Gwin and Secretary of the Treasury James Guthrie to authorize the striking of fifty dollar gold coins of the same shape and fineness as the 
United States double eagle. Gwin introduced a bill to provide for the minting of large denomination gold coinage as follows: 

“That there shall be coined and issued by the United States, or by such of the branch mints as the Secretary of the Treasury shall direct, a 
gold coin of the weight of 2,580 grains, of the value of one hundred dollars, and another of the weight of 1,290 grains, of the value of fifty 
dollars, each of which coins shall be of the standard fineness now prescribed by law for the gold coins of the United States.” 

Gwin’s bill passed in the Senate on June 16, 1854, but it failed in the House. The private San Francisco firm of Wass, Molitor & Co. struck large 
numbers of fifty dollar gold pieces in 1855 to serve the purpose the half unions were intended for and the large gold coins were never officially issued 
by the United States. 

Many years later, in 1877, the half union patterns were struck at the Philadelphia Mint during the directorship of Henry 
Richard Linderman. Linderman was a clerk at the Mint in 1855, and may have remembered the half union proposal from his early days 
in government service. He had many patterns struck for unofficial reasons during his later terms as Mint Director and formed a 
spectacular collection of his own, mostly of pattern and restrike issues. The half unions were apparently a “pet project” of Linderman’s, 
according to the editor of the 10th edition of the Judd reference, as there was no pressing need for the large gold coins in 1877. 

Impressions from the dies for the half union were reportedly sent to Linderman on August 30, 1877, so the patterns must have been struck in 
late August. The two gold half unions weigh 1289.1 and 1287.3 grains respectively, in line with the specifications outlined in Gwin’s 1854 bill. Mint 
correspondence of the time indicates that Mint personnel feared such large gold coins would be especially vulnerable to rim filing and being hollowed 
out and filled by base metal, such as lead. The project was soon abandoned as impractical, and the copper patterns were clandestinely marketed to 
favored collectors. Chief Coiner A. Louden Snowden acquired the two gold half unions, which were supposed to be melted, by paying the Mint 
Director the bullion value and a charge for pattern pieces. He later sold these coins to William Woodin, future Secretary of the Treasury, with coin 
dealer John W. Haseltine acting as intermediary. A scandal ensued when the transaction was made public and a complicated series of legal maneuvers 
and under-the-table deals resulted in Woodin returning the half unions in exchange for a treasure trove of other patterns, presumably also acquired 
by Snowden during his tenure as Chief Coiner, and later Superintendent, at the Philadelphia Mint. The gold half unions are safely ensconced in the 
National Numismatic Collection at the Smithsonian Institution today. USPatterns.com suggests fewer than a dozen examples of Judd-1549 survive 
today, with one specimen in the Smithsonian and another in the Connecticut State Library. About half the known specimens are gilt. 

The early history of the present coin is unknown, but it appeared in lot 2587 of the Royal Sale (B. Max Mehl, 3/1948), where it was part of the 
consignment of Dr. Christian Allenburger, of Columbus, Nebraska: 

“1877 Fifty-Dollars. Beautiful head of Liberty with diadem inscribed LIBERTY. Thirteen stars, date below. Reverse, large eagle similar to the 
type on our Double Eagles; motto above. Legend, UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. FIFTY DOLLARS. Milled edge. Struck in copper and 
gilted. AW-1501. Only about fifteen specimens minted in all. Of highest historical interest and, of course, excessively rare. I doubt if more 
than two specimens have been offered at auction in the past more than thirty years. A beautiful and thrilling coin to own. Am informed 
that a specimen sold for over $1,000.00 in the past two or three years, but its auction record is not that high. The last specimen I offered was 
in the great Olsen Collection of Pattern coins where a similar specimen brought $525.00” 

The coin was purchased for the fabulous collection of King Farouk of Egypt. When his government was overthrown in a military coup in the early 
1950s, his collections were sold in a series of auctions that were a sensation at the time and still resonate today. Lot 2019 of the Palace Collections of 
Egypt (Sotheby’s, 2/1954) contained both this coin and an example of Judd-1547, the Large Head half union in copper. The lot sold to U.S. collector 
Robert Schermerhorn, one of the few Americans to attend the sale in Cairo. This piece was later offered in lot 1352 of the 1979 ANA Auction by one 
of our predecessor companies, New England Rare Coin Auctions, passing through a few unknown intermediaries to our present consignor. 

At two inches in diameter and 1/8 of an inch thick, the size of this marvelous coin is truly majestic. The star and letter punches are 
from the set used on double eagles, and they are dwarfed by the extensive fields of the half union, appearing quite tiny around 
the peripheries. The design elements exhibit razor-sharp definition throughout, and the well-preserved surfaces are smooth and evenly 
colored. Like most gilt coins, the luster is a little flat and matte-like, rather than vibrant. The gold plating has worn thin in a 
few spots on the rim, and there is a small smudge in the left obverse field. Two tiny lintmarks, one touching Liberty’s curls about level 
with star 3, and another touching the curl slightly above star 1, act as pedigree markers. Eye appeal is tremendous. Beautifully preserved 
and rarely offered, this lot represents an important opportunity for the advanced pattern specialist. Population: 3 in 63, 0 finer (7/14).

The fields show exceptional depth of reflectivity in spite of the 
significant layers of blue, violet, and brown toning on each side.

The eagle on this 
reverse shows considerable differences, the shape of the head and 
the center breast, in particular, approach the circulation design, 
but are still noticeably different. The result of Morgan’s efforts was 
an eagle that was described as “scrawny.” About a dozen pieces are 
extant of this variety, and it is known in both copper and silver. 

This is the finest example known of this popular Morgan dollar 
pattern. A PR67 is recorded at both NGC and PCGS, these are the 
closest contenders and neither of these pieces are designated as a 
Cameo. The fields are deeply mirrored with noticeably contrasting 
mint frost over the devices. When examined with a strong loupe 
there are simply no contact marks or other imperfections apparent 
on either side. Even the striking details are complete. When closely 
examined one notices just the slightest accent of golden patina on 
each side, but the coin primarily presents as brilliant because of 
the exceptional depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields. Morgan 
dollar collectors take an interest in such patterns as this as it allows 
the student of the series to trace the progression of various concepts 
through to the adopted design.

9330 Two Original Hobo Nickels. One of 

early vintage, the other is somewhat 
later. The earlier piece is deeply toned 
and depicts a derbied gent with dark 
beard and a distinctive ear. The fields 
are roughly “dressed” and unfinished, 
and the carving shows with a few slips of 
the engraving tool. The second example 
is of more recent origin, dated on the 
reverse “1951,” which may have been 
the year it was carved. The ear is a 
dug hole, with a pinpricks forming the 
beard and collar above a criss-cross plaid 
shoulder.

9331 Two Original Hobo Nickels. The 

diagnostic ear (looking like a backwards

9337 Modern Hobo Nickel. This superior 
modern hobo nickel was carved by 
Ronald Proulx, a master hand engraver 
from the Seattle area. The buffalo nickel 
remains a favored coin for modern 
carvers because of its size, thickness, and 
relative softness. The present example 
is a miniature bas relief sculpture of 
excellent quality. 
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9338 Original Hobo Nickel. A “Carvetoon,” 
as described by O.H.N.S. This is an 
example of Beetle Bailey, done in a love 
token style on a planed-off nickel. Only 
a dozen or so such pieces are known of 
different cartoon characters. All are 
hand engraved with no power tools to 
create the art.

9343 Original Hobo Nickel. An interesting 
and above-average example on an 
S-mint nickel, the date and LIBERTY 
effaced during the carving. It is believed 
to be from an early artist by our consignor.

9344 Original Hobo Nickel. The distinctive 
ear, sloping hat, simple collar, and a 
tuft of hair peeking out beneath the hat 
brim identifies this piece as the work of 
“Tufty,” a well-known O.H.N.S. named 
artist. The simple style is well-executed 
on this sharp example. Extra curve was 
altered into the bridge of the nose — 
one of Tufty’s signature characteristics.

9342 Original Hobo Nickel. An above- 
average example by “Peanut Ear” — a 
prolific nicknamed carver, who is known 
for his trademark ear that resembles the 
shape of a peanut. Other characteristics 
of the artist’s work include a distinctive 
hat (often notched on the top), detailed 
hat band, and the extension of the brim 
to the right edge of the coin, sometimes 
appearing as a pair of dashes. This gent 
shows an unusually heavy, punched 
beard with a diagnostic enlarged nostril 
and Peanut Ear’s typical, V-shaped 
collar. On a 1913 nickel, as usually seen. 



Original Hobo Nickel. The artist is 
yet to be confirmed on this classically 
carved original nickel. Seemingly, the 
carver had few tools at his disposal and 
“made do” with what he had — perhaps 
only a knife. The hat is simple but 
carefully done including lines on the hat 
band to simulate shading. The beard and 
hair was deeply carved and the ear may 
hold clues to the artist’s identity. On a 
1913 Variety One nickel. 



Original Hobo Nickel. An interesting 
and three-dimensional carving by an 
artist unknown to our consignor, yet 
believed to be an original, early work.

The 1926- 
dated nickel is by an unknown artist of 
slightly above average quality, with a 
sharp derby and stippled hair and beard. 
The braid area at the neck is unfinished, 
not hidden by a collar or other device. 
The second example (undated) shows an 
expressive face with a lightly inscribed 
beard. Note the smile lines at the eye 
and furrowed brow. An attractive 
early pair of nickels. (Total: 2 coins) 

9349 Two Original Hobo Nickels. A pair 
of holed nickels, each original and of 
average to slightly above-average quality. 
One example shows an extremely tall 
hat on a hairy-faced hobo, somewhat 
roughly smoothed in the fields as 
if the artist worked with a single tool 
to accomplish the entire design.

Auctioneer or affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify any 
such bids at any time prior to the hammer based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its 
affiliates. The Auctioneer may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors. 

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers.
